In re: Authorization to Urban Re¬ 
development Authority to Undertake 
Survey and Planning of East Liberty 
and North Side Urban Renewal Pro¬ 
jects.

Gentlemen: 

You have referred to this Depart¬ 
ment for a report proposed Resol¬ 
utions authorizing the Urban Rede- 
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velopment Authority of Pittsburgh 
to undertake the survey and planning 
of the rehabilitation or conservation 
pnase of the Last .Liberty and .North 
aide renewal projects. 

Under the most recent Federal 
housing legislation, the concept of 
renewal includes both traditional re¬ 
development for the purpose of clear¬ 
ing blighted areas as well as the 
conservation or rehabilitation of 
blighted areas by means of spot im¬ 
provements or other methods short 
of complete clearance and reconstruct¬ 
ion. Under the existing State leg¬ 
islation there is some question as to 
whether the Urban Kedevelopment 
Authority may undertake any projects 
other than clearance and redevelop¬ 
ment. The enabling legislation does 
not expressly authorize redevelopment 
authorities in Pennsylvania to under¬ 
take the other phase of renewal, that 
is, conservation or rehabilitation. 
For that reason matching Federal 
funds to carry out the rehabilitation 
or conservation phase of renewal are 
not available to the Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority but may be paid to 
the City, which has the power to 
undertake rehabilitation or conserva¬ 
tion work. 

Before either the redevelopment or 
any other phase of renewal may be 
carried out, it is necessary, of course, 
to conduct surveys and make plans 
for the projects to be undertaken. The 
Federal Government also provides 
financial assistance to defray the 
cost of making these surveys and 
plans. Under a 1956 amendment to 
the Federal housing legislation, set 
forth in the preambles to the Resolu¬ 
tions, Federal grants for the making 
of surveys and plans may be made 
to a single local public agency which 
has the power to carry out a sub¬ 
stantial portion of the entire renewal 
project. In other words, applying the 
statute locally, Federal funds for the 
entire planning phase of the East 
Liberty and North Side renewal pro¬ 
jects may be paid to the Urban Re¬ 
development Authority even though 
the Authority may not have the power 
to undertake rehabilitation or con¬ 
servation measures in these areas 
pursuant to such plans. 

We can see no legal objection to the 


proposal to authorize the Urban Re¬ 
development Authority to make the 
necessary survey and plans for the 
redevelopment and all other phases 
of the renewal of the certified East 
Liberty and North Side areas, and 
to permit the Authority to receive 
Federal funds for this purpose. In 
the long run it will be of great bene¬ 
fit to the City to have a single agency, 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority, 
coordinate the planning for these re¬ 
newal projects, even though the Au¬ 
thority ultimately carries out only 
the clearance and redevelopment phase 
of the projects and the City carries 
out the rehabilitation or conservation 
aspect of renewal. 

Though the City has its own plann¬ 
ing agency, we believe it is permiss¬ 
ible in specialized projects of this 
nature to assign the planning func¬ 
tion to another public body, created 
by the City, which has the facilities 
to coordinate overall renewal planning 
for areas of the City. It should be 
emphasized, of course, that the im¬ 
plementation of the plans for con¬ 
servation or rehabilitation of the East 
Liberty and North Side areas, as well 
as the redevelopment plan itself, re¬ 
main subject to approval by Council.

WHEREAS, this system of prior¬ 
ities will postpone indefinite the plan¬ 
ning of two projects in the East 
Liberty and North Side sections of 
Pittsburgh, placing in jeopardy and 
possibly making obsolete any of the 
preliminary work which has been ac¬ 
complished thus far, 

WHEREAS, the $175-million al¬ 
location contained in these two bills 
is for one year, thereby breaking a 
precedent of multi-year appropriations 
which enabled all communities to plan 
projects on an orderly schedule and 
with reasonable assurance that Fed¬ 
eral funds would be available when 
needed, 

WHEREAS, certain communities, 
including Pittsurgh, have adopted 
five-year capital budgets, based on 
People’s Bond Issues, with the pur¬ 
pose of an orderly expenditure of 
local sums, in the main, for public 
improvements in urban renewal pro¬ 
ject areas, 

WHEREAS, the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania also is committed to 
aid urban renewal projects as its 
share in the costs of local participation, 
and in fact, has scheduled funds for 
the East Liberty and North Side pro¬ 
jects, and curtailment of the Federal 
funds may place State funds in an 
uncertain status, 

WHEREAS, the orderly contin¬ 
uance of the urban renewal program 




























is non-infiationary because it pro¬ 
vides money to be invested in plan¬ 
ning for projects which may be ex¬ 
ecuted three to six years hence, and 
thus builds a backlog of neighborhood 
commercial and housing requirements 
for a time when the Federal economy 
may need support. 

THEREFORE, be it 

RESOLVED that the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh urges that 
the Congress reconsider the alloca¬ 
tions for the Federal Urban Renewal 
Program in the minimum terms of 
the President’s original proposal of 
$250-million in each of the next two 
years. The urban renewal program 
is a positive approach to guarantee¬ 
ing the orderly growth of all of our 
centers of population, large and small; 
its benefits can be measured directly 
in that it provides decent housing 
and living conditions for all of our 
citizens. 

RESOLVED, also, that copies of 
this resolution be forwarded by the 
Clerk of the City of Pittsburgh to 
the President of the United States, 
to the two United States Senators 
from Pennsylvania, to all representa¬ 
tives to Congress from Pennsylvania, 
and to other interested government 
officials.

Mr. President and Members of 
Council: 

As you know, I recently was in¬ 
vited by Louis Rosenberg, Director 
of the Department of Public Safety, 
to assist him in the inquiry he con¬ 
ducted into the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the shooting of Acting Lieu¬ 
tenant Allen Carnahan. First Assis¬ 
tant City Solicitor James G. Legnard 
was also invited to assist in the in¬ 
quiry. I am submitting for your ex¬ 
amination and for the records of 
Council the Report submitted by 
Director Rosenberg to Deputy Mayor 


Charles D. McCarthy covering the 
testimony we heard over a period of 
several days from 39 persons who 
appeared before us. In this Report 
and in its conclusions both Mr. Leg¬ 
nard and I concurred. 

Of course the Report speaks for 
itself. However, I feel obligated to 
state to you that in my judgment 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety has, to use the words of 
one of the newspaper editorials, “up¬ 
held the integrity of the Police Bureau 
and of the City Administration of 
which it is a part.” I believe that 
every effort was exerted to secure 
all available pertinent evidence and 
that the Director’s Report fairly 
presents the conclusions properly to 
be drawn from the testimony. While 
some of the witnesses for obvious 
reasons were reluctant to speak freely, 
I believe that the testimony as a whole 
presents a reasonably clear picture 
of the entire incident and of the ac¬ 
tions of various police officials fol¬ 
lowing the incident. I am completely 
satisfied that the Director has per¬ 
formed his duty without fear or fav¬ 
or, and with a thoroughness and a 
diligence which does him much credit. 

As you know, the result of the in¬ 
quiry was the suspension of a lieu¬ 
tenant for a period of 10 days and an 
official reprimand of several of the 
leading officials of the Bureau of 
Police. I think it only fair to state— 
as has already been pointed out— 
that the officials involved are capable 
police officials who have rendered 
many years of competent service to 
the City of Pittsburgh. I think it also 
only fair to state what I have said 
publicly on many occasions, namely, 
that our police force generally has 
performed and is performing an ex¬ 
tremely difficult public service in a 
highly creditable fashion. While there 
are from time to time occasional ab¬ 
errations which are common to all 
human beings, I am very much im¬ 
pressed by the general calibre of the 
great majority of the personnel of 
the Bureau of Police, by their sincerity 
and devotion to duty, and by the 
efficient manner in which they carry 
out their day-to-day functions. 

I sincerely hope that each member 
of Council will take the time to read 
this Report. I am sure that you will 
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all be impressed by its thoroughness 
and by the recommendations made by 
the Director with a view to increas¬ 
ing the efficiency of the Police Bu¬ 
reau. I am likewise certain that you 
will agree that the entire inquiry and 
the report resulting therefrom will 
have a salutary effect on the person¬ 
nel of the Bureau of Police which 
will be demonstrated by its future 
conduct.

Gentlemen: 

On March 4, 1957, we submitted to 
Council the drafts of two ordinances; 
the first transferring the sum of 
$10,000.00 to enable the Department 
of Parks and Recreation to do certain 
construction work in connection with 
the Children’s Zoo in Highland Park, 
and the second giving the department 
authority to enter into a contract or 
contracts for this work and for the 
payment and cost thereof. 

On March 26, 1957, I was informed 
by Mr. B. Homer Hall, Director of 
the Sarah Mellon Scaife Foundation, 
that the Foundation, together with 
the Pittsburgh Zoological Society, was 
prepared to finance and proceed with 
this same construction work; namely, 
the site development and landscaping 
of the area around the Miniature 
Railroad Station. The department 
immediately accepted this offer from 
the Foundation, and this eliminates 
the necessity for the two ordinances 
which were sent to Council as men¬ 
tioned above. 

I would therefore like to have these 
two drafts of ordinances withdrawn. 

The Foundation is furnishing 
$7,500.00, and the Pittsburgh Zoo¬ 
logical Society is matching this 
amount so that $15,000.00 will be 
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available for this work. You will note 
that in my letter of explanation sub¬ 
mitted with the first ordinance, we 
estimated that $20,000.00 would be 
necessary for this work because we 
included the renovation and improve¬ 
ment of the parking lot adjacent to 
the Children’s Zoo.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Rodgers: 


Mr. President: Last Monday Mr. 
Weir, Mr. Jones and myself were ap¬ 
pointed a Committee to examine and 
review the construction plans for the 
grading, paving and curbing of Fisher 
Street. We wish to file our report. 

Mr. Rodgers presented 
No. 2530 

WE, THE UNDERSIGNED, mem¬ 
bers of Council’s Sub-Committee ap¬ 
pointed to examine and review the 
construction plans for the grading, 
paving and curbing of Fisher Street, 
submit the following report: 

As to the suggestion made at the 
public hearing that the paving of 
Fisher Street is not necessary and 
that access and good traffic circula¬ 
tion could be better supplied through 
the improvement and extension of 
Ormsby Street, we wish to report 
that our examination of the topo¬ 
graphy clearly indicates that Ormsby 
Street, with an elevation sixty-five 
(65) feet below the streets in the St. 
Clair Village Housing Project, is im¬ 
practicable as access to the Project. 
In the planning of the Project in 1948 
and 1949, this matter was thoroughly 
examined by the Housing Authority 
engineers, in consultation with the 
Department of Public Works. After 
careful study Fisher Street was 
agreed upon as the most desirable 
access to the Project. Pursuant to this 
decision, streets in the Project were 
laid out to connect directly with this 
section of Fisher Street. It is our 
conclusion that the paving of this 
portion of Fisher Street to a thirty 
(30) foot road-way width is necessary 
to provide proper circulation of traf¬ 
fic. 

Because of the pronounced side 
slope of this street, grading to an ad¬ 
equate width requires a cut on the 
high side and a fill on the low side. 
This will necessarily cause damage 
to some of the abutting properties. 
It is our conclusion after a thorough 
on-site examination that the plans 
as drawn will provide the best possible 
result, w'hile damaging the abutting 
properties as little as possible. Upon 
completion of the work, Viewers will 
be appointed by the Court of Common 
Pleas to examine the improvement 
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and to determine the amount of net 
damage or benefit each property has 
received. 

As we stated in our preliminary 
report last Tuesday, the engineers 
continued their studies in an effort 
to provide more convenient access 
to the street for those properties 
which would be shut off behind the 
wall. We are glad to hear from Di¬ 
rector Devlin that a method has been 
devised to provide a set of steps near 
721 Fisher Street to allow direct 
access to the three homes most ser¬ 
iously affected. 

We wish to state that in our opin¬ 
ion the plans have been carefully 
prepared and will result in a highly 


satisfactory improvement.

Mr. President and Members of 
Council, John Paul Hickey, Esq., is 
here and would like to speak on the 
question of Social Security coverage 
for employees of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I, therefore, request that he 
be permitted to speak on the sub¬ 
ject. 

And there being no objections, Mr. 
Hickey was given the privilege of 
the floor. 

John Paul Hickey, Esq.: 

Mr. President, and Members of 
Council: 

My name is John P. Hickey, Esq- 
quire, representing Local 239, the 
City Employes' Union of the A.F. of L. 
State, County, and City Employes' 
Union. 

I wish to bring to your attention 
the fact that the City of Pittsburgh’s 
Plan in connection with the partici¬ 
pation by the City Employes in the 
Social Security System provides that 
it shall be retroactive to January 
1, 1957. I have discussed this matter 
with Mr. William J. Cudding, Assist¬ 
ant Attorney General, Bureau of So¬ 
cial Security at Harrisburg, and it 
is the belief of the Bureau of Social 
Security that, in order to furnish 
the greatest benefits for the greatest 
number of employes, particularly for 
those employes who are at retire¬ 
ment age, the Plan should be retro¬ 
active to January 1, 1956. I have 
also been advised by the Bureau of 
Social Security that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is the only Municipality whose 
Plan is retroactive to January 1, 1957. 
The Plans of other municipalities are 
retroactive to January 1, 1956, or 
January 1, 1955. It is a generally 
known fact that the Plan for the 
County of Allegheny is retroactive 
to January 1 1956. 

It is the request of the Executive 
Committee of our Union, which will 
be furnished to you in letter form, 
that you re-examine your Plan in 
order that the advisability and feasi¬ 
bility of making the Plan retroac¬ 
tive to January 1, 1956, be considered. 
This will involve discussion with 
your Finance Committee and with 
Council at large. We are prepared to 


bring Mr. Cudding of the Bureau of 
Social Security at Harrisburg to Pitts¬ 
burgh, at your convenience, for a 
discussion about the City’s Plan and 
the Plans of other municipalities 
throughout the State. 

Mr. Rodgers: 

Mr. President, I am grateful to 
Mr. Hickey for his suggestion. We 
will have to investigate and find out 
ail the facts. One thing is that the 
City’s contribution will be somewhat 
higher than anticipated if we go back 
to January 1956. We will also be in¬ 
terested to have an expression of 
the City employees speaking through 
their Union, indicating what is their 
desire. Obviously, we want to do the 
best thing for all employees. It should 
be referred to the Committee on Fin¬ 
ance tomorrow, and perhaps Mr. Hick¬ 
ey can give us further information at 
that time. Also, if he can have some¬ 
body else to speak on the subject, 
it will be benificial for our infor¬ 
mation. 


Mr. Fagan: 

There are two members of Council 
absent. We should have all members 
present on this all-important matter 
that concerns all employees of this 
City. It is anticipated that the em¬ 
ployees will accept it. 

Mr. Hickey: 

There is a plan to have an immed¬ 
iate election on May 1st. The Com¬ 
mittee went along on that ten to one. 
Mr. Fagan is right, of course; al¬ 
though, you should allow the fact that 
people aren’t going to operate against 
their best interests. 


Mr. Jones: 

I would suggest that, since some¬ 
thing like $300,000.00 is set up in 
the appropriation Ordinance for 1957, 
that he talk to the Budget Control¬ 
ler and also contact the Law Depart¬ 
ment, so as to get all the necessary 
information that is available. Mr. 
Fagan brought up an important 
point—that some members of Council 
are absent. We want Mr. Dinan and 
Mrs. D’Ascenzo present at the meet- 
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ing. There is nothing we can do to¬ 
morrow. 

Mr. Rodgers: 

As I interpret Mr. Hickey’s state¬ 
ments, that after the election on May 
1st, an additional question is to be 
asked of the employees. The first is, 
do they accept Social Security; and, 
the second, the date of retroactivity. 
There won’t be final disposition on 
this until a later date. There is an¬ 
other matter that has to be considered, 
and that is the cost to the City. We 
have to get an estimate of that. I 
don’t think it necessary to have the 
gentlemen from Harrisburg tomorrow 
to make certain points clear to us 
and their answering any questions 
we may ask. We should ask the Bud¬ 
get Controller to furnish a report 
about the increased cost and a com¬ 
munication from the Union indicating 
what their desire is. 

Mr. Hickey: 

It was my understanding that you 
stated that the election wouldn’t 
be later than September of this year 
under the Social Security Act. I am 


requesting that we do have the op¬ 
portunity to make it retroactive to 
January, 1956. 

Mr. Jones: 

Mr. Hickey’s request is that we 
don’t take final action until we give 
him an opportunity to be heard. We 
can assure him that his request will 
be granted. 

The Chair: 

When we receive the letter from 
Mr. Hickey and the information from 
the Budget Controller, we will be in 
a better position to go further into 
the matter.

i Report to Council, City of Pittsburgh 
Fifty-Fifth Annual Convention, Pa. 
j Federation of Labor. 

March 26th. 

The opening session of the fifty-fifth 
annual Convention of the Pennsylvan¬ 
ia Federation of Labor, AFL., was 
called to order by President Joseph 
McDonough at 10:30 A.M., Tuesday, 

! March 26, 1957. 

With a registration of 1,587 Del¬ 
egates attending it was noted that 
this Convention was probably the 
largest in the history of the Penna. 
Federation of Labor. 

Invocation was made by the Rev. 
Charles Owen Rice, Pastor of St. 
Joseph’s Church, Natrona, Pa. 

In the absence of Mayor David L. 
Lawrence, President of Pittsburgh 
City Council, Hon. J. Gallagher wel¬ 
comed the Delegates and offered the 
^hospitality of the City to them; Mr. 
Gallagher spoke of the City Adminis¬ 
tration’s interest in the problems of 
Labor and of all Citizens in general; 
his remarks were given an enthusias¬ 
tic ovation. 

Among the speakers at this first 
morning session, was the President 
of the Pittsburgh Central Labor 
Union, John Fiegal, who spoke of the 
vast public improvements, City wide, 
over the past several years, and of 
additional improvements contemplated 
by City planners before the Pitts¬ 
burgh Biennium in 1958, stressing the 
fact that all citizens of Pittsburgh and 
surrounding areas have benefited 
greatly by this program. 

Resolutions of interest to the gen¬ 
eral public and of Govemrtient units 
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at all levels introduced and referred 
to respective Committees were many 
put forward by Public Employees 
.Local Unions and having to do among 
other things with strengthening 
Mental Health Programs, Adequate 
Educational Facilities, Highway Safe¬ 
ty, and for better Relationship be¬ 
tween Public Employees and Admin¬ 
istration; all these resolutions were 
eventually approved by vote of the 
Delegates. 

Final speaker of the morning' ses¬ 
sion was James L. McDevitt, Pres¬ 
ident of the A.F.L. Committee on 
Political Action, who, after stressing 
the importance of the labor vote and 
of the need for improved interest by 
all members of Organized Labor in 
Government at all levels, spoke of 
Labors’ Interest in putting their own 
house in order, but also made the 
point the criticism of Labor has been 
out of proportion to other mistakes 
made in private industry and financial 
circles. 

The session adjourned at 12:05 P.M. 

March 26th., P. M. 

Afternoon session of the Conven¬ 
tion convened at 2:00 P.M., with 
President Joseph McDonough presid¬ 
ing; reports of some Committees were 
heard and voted upon after which the 
Honorable Joseph S. Clark, United 
States Senator from Pennsylvania 
was introduced and accorded a rising 
ovation; Senator Clark presented his 
reactions in conditions in Washington 
as he has observed them during his 
ninety day incumbency; he thanked 
the leaders and members of organ¬ 
ized Labor for their consistent sup¬ 
port in 1949-51 and 1956; in the body 
of his speech he summarized specif¬ 
ically what might be done to advance 
the Legislative interests of the aver¬ 
age Citizen of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania and of the members of 
organized labor in general; he con¬ 
cluded by saying, “I have not been 
down there long enough to forget 
what I think you sent me down there 
to do, but neither I nor other liberals 
can do it without you, when you wake 
up and go to work, we will, too. 

Final speaker of the afternoon ses¬ 
sion was Mr. Ralph Wright, Labor 


Counsellor of the United Nations 
Labor Agency; the theme of his talk 
was the continuing struggle to im¬ 
prove working conditions and living 
standards of ordinary people every¬ 
where standing for peace and progress 
through the democratic process of 
free labor, free employers, and a free 
world. 

After further reports from Com¬ 
mittees the afternoon session adjoun- 
ed at 4:50 P. M. 

March 27th, A.M. 

The second day of the convention 
was called to order by President 
McDonough at 10:10 A.M. After the 
invocation by Reverend Edward Wil¬ 
son of Trinity Cathedral and the re¬ 
solving of some convention business, 
the first speaker of the morning was 
Mr. Carl Megel, President of the 
American Federation of Teachers. 
He cautioned the Public and Labor in 
general to be continually on guard 
against those that are striving to 
undermine the advancement of Amer¬ 
ican Public Education, and of the 
necessity of recruiting and holding, 
through adequate salaries, qualified 
teachers. 

Mrs. Raphel Tourover, representing 
Washington Hadassah, then spoke to 
the Delegates on Israel, relating from 
first-hand observation, some of the 
things that are happening in that 
Country, with a special emphasis 
upon the impact of that Country upon 
the lives and Citizens of America. 
She spoke of the aid afforded by 
Labor in the growth and establish¬ 
ment of Israel from the time of 
Samuel Gompers to the present, and 
urged continued support of all Labor 
and well minded Citizens in Israel’s 
effort to advance the cause of freedom 
and liberty for all people warning 
that our own national welfare may 
well depend upon the successful solu¬ 
tion of current incidents in the East. 
(President Joseph McDonough in¬ 
formed the Delegates that Mrs. Tour- 
over’s speech would be printed in 
Hebrew as well as English for dis¬ 
tribution to the friends of Israel.) 

Secretary of Labor and Industry 
for the State of Pennsylvania was 
next to address the convention; he 
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congratulated the Leadership in the 
A.F.L. and C.I.O. in the State of 
Pennsylvania for their efforts in con¬ 
summating a merger which he said 
was un-questionably in the Public in¬ 
terest as well as in the interest of a 
strong Labor movement. He spoke 
of the serious problem of unemploy¬ 
ment in certain areas throughout the 
State and the efforts of his Depart¬ 
ment to re-allocate employment. He 
spoke of minimum wage laws which 
are already on the statute books, but 
about which little has been done since 
the Earle Administration in 1937; he 
stated that a problem in which every 
Citizen of the Commonwealth should 
be concerned with is that of accidents 
and fatalities in Industry and on the 
Highways; he concluded his remarks 
asking for a closer relationship be¬ 
tween management and labor. 

The final speaker of the morning 
was Harry Boyer, President of the 
Pennsylvania C.I.O. Council who out¬ 
lined the part played by Labor on the 
Governor’s Tax Policy Advisory Com¬ 
mittee; Labor Members on that Com¬ 
mittee being Joseph McDonough, 
President, Pennsylvania Federation of 
Labor, David McDonald, President, 
United Steel Workers, and Tom Ken¬ 
nedy of the United Mine Workers. 

This session adjourned at 1:15 P.M. 

March 27th, P.M. 

The Tuesday afternoon session was 
called to order by President McDon¬ 
ough at 2:45 P.M. Invocation by Rev. 
LeRoy Patrick, Bethseda Presbyter¬ 
ian Church. 

At this point in the Convention 
Governor George M. Leader was es¬ 
corted to the Rostrum and was given 
an outstanding ovation lasting sev¬ 
eral minutes. 

Governor Leader in his opening re¬ 
marks stated “Good trade Unions and 
good Government have this in com¬ 
mon; they don’t just happen; you don’t 
get them the easy way—because there 
is no easy way; you buy them with 
guts, with _ integrity, with patience, 
with idealism, harnessed to good 
horse-sense.” He espoused the cause 
of Labor in its ability to keep its own 
house in order, and to take measures 


to police its own ranks; he spoke of 
the pressure brought to bear upon 
Government by Labors’ enemies; he 
then spoke of his own troubles in con¬ 
trast to those of Labor and stated 
that unless he gets some real help, a 
lot of good legislation was headed for 
the graveyard of oblivion, put there 
by hostile interests; in conclusion he 
definitely aligned his Administration 
with good honest Labor Leadership 
by saying, “I can assure you that the 
anti-Labor laws that have become a 
part of some States, WILL NOT 
HAPPEN HERE”. A standing and 
enthusiastic ovation was again given. 

After the Governor’s Address, Del¬ 
egate Joseph Sabel of Butchers Local 
590 moved that the Convention go on 
record endorsing the Governor’s pro¬ 
gram in full; the motion was put to a 
vote and carried unanimously by ac¬ 
clamation. 

The session was adjourned at 5:00 
P. M.

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President, I rise to a question 
of personal privilege and ask that 
the letter sent by Charles C. Levey, 
International Vice President, Building 
Service Employees' International Un¬ 
ion, Pittsburgh, to the Editor of the 
Pittsburgh Press, captioned UNION 
CONVENTION PAY DEFENDED, 
be printed in full in the Minutes of 
today's Council meeting. 

The letter is as follows: 

From the discussion that has de¬ 
veloped over the issue of payments 
of two or three days' wages to four 
employes representing the City of 
Pittsburgh's vast industrial plant at 
the recent convention of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Federation of Labor, one 
might obtain the impresison that 
this annual gathering is something 
in the nature of a “salesmen's holi¬ 
day" or funfest. 

Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

The convention is, in actuality, an 
Institute of Human Relations and 
the broadest discussions forum we 
have in the Commonwealth for the 
consideration and threshing out of 
industrial, economic and community 
problems under which ail segments of 
the population must live. 

There, policies and programs are 
formulated and put into motion that 
affect all of our daily lives. 

Whether our capable controller so 
regards it or not, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is “industry." It operates one 
of the largest maintenance and ser¬ 
vicing plants in the nation and in the 
world employing thousands of men 
and women. 

The four men whose pay was ques¬ 
tioned by Controller Frey are repre¬ 
sentatives of city service and main¬ 
tenance divisions and are affiliated 
with the Building Service Employes 
International Union, AFL-CIO. 

They were privileged to attend the 
convention for the purpose of keep¬ 
ing themselves abreast of develop¬ 
ments in the sphere of industrial and 
social relations so that they can better 
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serve the interests of their community 
as public employes. 

It is there they may obtain the ben¬ 
efit of mass opinion and of mass 
analyzation of the problems that de¬ 
velop from day to day to confront 
labor, industry and government, and 
which necessarily must be solved by 
labor and industry and government. 

It is difficult to conceive how the 
City could better invest $138 in wages 
which actually represents three days’ 
pay for four employes. 

It certainly could not afford to 
hold itself aloof from such associa¬ 
tion, for the interchange of economic 
ideas affecting the community life— 
no more than it could afford to isolate 
itself from an exchange of ideas for 
improvement of public safety, gov¬ 
ernment administration, re-develop¬ 
ment planning and a thousand other 
enterprises with wich it is faced in 
this fast changing world. 


We are indeed fortunate to have 
in City Council the services of Messrs. 
Fagan, Counahan and Gallagher who 
are indeed experts with magnificent 
backgrounds in the complex fields of 
labor-industry-government relations. 

I know of no other City government 
in the United States which can boast 
such a rich array of group talent.

Mr. President: Doubtless some of 
the members of Council saw in yester¬ 
day’s Pittsburgh Press an article 
under the heading “GOP Hopefuls 
Start Crusade in Upper Hill”. 

If you will recall, some two weeks 
ago we had the representatives of the 
Hill District Home Owners and Ten¬ 
ants Association, approximately 70 
people in this Council Chamber. At 
the time we sent for the Department 
heads involved and we reached an 
understanding. This article gives the 
impression, and while I am reluctant 
to dignify it by answering it, I feel 
that in the interest of the truth, I 
should state that special progress has 
been made on the complaints raised 
at that meeting, together with the 
fact that an atmosphere of coopera¬ 
tion exists between this tenants’ group 
and our department heads which we 
have solicited and are very happy 
that we enjoyed it. 

I think it well to point out that 
last week within one-half block of 
where they were holding their meeting 
in the Hill; Heman Street was being 
re-surfaced, Adelaide and Camp 
Streets have been re-surfaced. The 
equipment was just moved last week. 
If these gentlemen had been actually 
interested in seeing what was going 
on, it is suggested that while they 
were looking that they admit that 
what they saw was actual performance 
rather than promises. This Adminis¬ 
tration has made improvements at the 
Herron Hill and the Bedford Avenue 
Reservoirs. As a result of our street 
improvement program there has been 
a building boom started. There have 
been more new residences constructed 
in the past three years than there 
have been the last fifty years. I refer 
to the houses built in the 2400 block 
of Bedford Avenue, Allequippa Street, 
Cherokee Street, Webster Avenue Ex¬ 
tension, and Iowa Street. The people 
in this section have been encouraged 
because of what this Administration 
has accomplished. I should like to 
set the record straight on another 
point in regard to complaints about 
the condition of the streets. We have 
re-surfaced Centre Avenue; from 
Dinwiddie to Herron Avenue; Trent: 
Perry; and Elmore Streets have all 
been re-surfaced and the people are 
generally satisfied with the current 
efforts of this Administration. 
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One thing I take particular excep¬ 
tion to in the article when it states 
what Mrs. Chas. Pace said: “We are 
tired of what Davey Lawrence is 
doing downtown, while forgetting us 
other taxpayers.” She categorically 
denied to me that any such conversa¬ 
tion took place with Mr. McCaffrey, 
and that the Mayor’s name was never 
mentioned. 

This is a move to cloud the issue 
and to stir up unrest at a time when 
we are making real progress. This is 
for the information of the Press and 
Mr. McCaffrey, and his colleagues and 
if they honestly want to see what 
we have done we will be very happy 
to show them, not only his delegation, 
but any other delegation and point 
out what this Administration is doing 
for the people in the Hill District. 

The Student Council of the Herron 
Hill Junior High School, accompanied 
by Robert Blaszak, Teacher, attended 
this meeting of Council. They were 
welcomed by Presiident Gallagher.

Gentlemen: 

By letter of June 19, 1957, there 
was transmitted for the consideration 
of this Department, an Agreement 
between property owners relating to 
the above bill. 

The Agreement relates that Mont- 
vue Corporation purchased property 
at the southwest comer of Grandview 
Avenue and Wyoming Street and pe¬ 
titioned for and procured a zoning 
change from commercial zoning to 
residential zoning with a 100 foot 
height limitation, for the purpose of 
erecting an 8-story apartment build¬ 
ing. 

Subsequent to the Montvue Corpor¬ 
ation purchase and the zoning change 
of its property, Alburgan Develop¬ 
ment Company, Inc. purchased prop¬ 
erty directly across the street from 
Montvue Corporation property. The 
Montvue property was zoned in part 
commercial and in part residential 
with a 3-story height limitation. 
Montvue Corporation, by Bill No. 
2786, the Ordinance in issue, deserves 
that the zoning be changed to com¬ 
mercial with a 100 foot height limit¬ 
ation. This zoning change is desired 
so that the Corporation may erect 
upon the property an apartment hotel 
and facilities normally incidental 
thereto. 

Alburgan Development Company, 
Inc. request for a zoning change was 
submitted to the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, together with the plans of the 
proposed structure to be erected if 
the zoning change were effected. The 
Planning Commission, this office is 
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informed, recommended among 1 other 
things that Alburgan Development 
Company, Inc. bind itself to the Mont¬ 
vue Corporation by an agreement that 
it will construct its building sub¬ 
stantially in accordance with the plans 
on file with the Planning Commission 
and that this covenant should run with 
the land. 

The Planning Commission also rec¬ 
ommended that in consideration of 
Alburgan’s covenant, Montvue should 
withdraw any objections to the change 
of zoning to be effected by Bill No. 
2786 and should further bind itself 
to refrain from making any objec¬ 
tions to the zoning change requested. 

The agreement submitted with your 
letter of June 19, 1957, effectively 
complies with the Planning Com¬ 
missions retcommendation. It con¬ 
tains additional matters which are 
consistent with its main purpose and 
necessary for the accomplishment of 
that purpose. We note that the prop¬ 
erty is described as being situate in 
the Tenth Ward. It is actually in the 
Nineteenth Ward, but its more par¬ 
ticular description as being situate at 
the corner of Grandview Avenue and 
Wyoming Street prevails and the 
error in Wards is of no consequence. 

This office approves the mutual 
covenant and agreement between Al- 
burgan Development Company, Inc. 
and Montvue Corporation, bearing 
date the 18th day of June 1957, as 
submitted, and is of the opinion that it 
effectually meets the recommendation 
of the Planning Commission.

Questions have 
arisen with regard to this bill that 
it should be recommitted to the Com¬ 
mittee on Finance. 

This bill was originally introduced 
at the request of Fort Pitt Lodge, 
Fraternal Order of Police, and all of 
us felt that the ordinance was de¬ 
signed and would accomplish what 
it attempted to accomplish, to-wit: 
a reduction in income tax to police in 
all catagories. This was passed in the 


City of Columbia, South Carolina, 
and was upheld in the Courts in Col¬ 
umbia, South Carolina. No questions 
were raised, we approved it in Com¬ 
mittee meeting. After that it occurred 
to us that this bill may create comp¬ 
lications, and upon inquiry it did de¬ 
velop that superficially, at least, it 
appears that this bill would not be 
desirable for the police officers, them¬ 
selves, in that it would result in a 
reduction in their salaries during 
the period over which their pensions 
are cumputed, therefore resulting 
in a reduction, and therefore be un¬ 
desirable. It may well be that ad¬ 
ditional studies are required of an 
actuarial nature. 

Mr. Dinan: 

Mr. President: I would like to make 
a statement. I think when the people 
involved, in the future, that they 
ask us to look into it, rather than 
give releases to the newspapers. It 
would be better to hold them back 
until we make a thorough examin¬ 
ation before giving releases to the 
newspapers.

Mr. President: A committee com¬ 
prising Messrs. Rodgers, Jones and 
myself made a report in regard to 
Council Bill No. 3551, and I request 
permission at this time to have the 
report incorporated in the minutes 
of this meeting. 

The statement of Mr. Counahan 
made in Committee on Filtration and 
Water, Tuesday, October 22, 1957, 
is as follows: 

Mr. Chairman: This line is a main 
feeder line from our Reservoir to the 
Downtown section of the City. Your 
Sub-Committee on the Rehabilita¬ 
tion of the Water System, comprised 
of Messrs. Jones, Rodgers and myself, 
along with the Capital Improvement 
Committee, agreed and decided that 
the 60" Pump Line from Filtration 
Plant to the Lanpher Reservoir should 
be reconditioned by cleaning and en¬ 
cased in concrete. There are 17,000 
feet of that line. It is 60 inches in 
diameter and of steel construction. 
Today we had another problem con¬ 
fronting us,—an emergency develop¬ 
ment. It is going to be necesseary 
to take care of that line in the future. 
The cheapest way to do this will be 
to have the 36 inch line cleaned, 
inspected and any necessary repairs 
made. As to repairs, I doubt if that 
is necessary as it is in excellent 
condition. There is sediment in the 
line. It is now lined with sediment, 
and is now operating at only 55 per 
cent of capacity. When we get into the 
cleaning of the 60 inch line, it will 
be necessary for the 36 inch line to 
carry the complete load. It will have 
to be working at capacity. At Butler 
Street, there are to be resurfacing: 
repairs by the State. We cannot hold 
the 60 inch line longer than necessary. 
The cleaning will have to be done 
before the work is completed on the 
street. Sections of the street have 
to be opened, tunnelled, — there is the 
street car line. Cuts have to be made 
every 2,000 feet, which entails re¬ 
inforcing. We must have traffic on 
the streets. It was estimated to cost 
over $50,000.00. It will be necessary 
to install shut-off valves and replace 
certain ones. It is all included in the 
cost. I might say that in the clean¬ 
ing of the line, we will have a thorough 
check of the line. That does not say we 


Mr. Counahan: 









may not have a break there. A new 
line could be installed and still have 
a break. The topography of our City, 
particularly where there are springs, 
may undermine our water line. A 
spring may not be in existence at the 
time of the installation of the pipe 
line; but will develop later and under¬ 
mine our lines. When that happens, 
we could have a break on that line. 
There is no guarantee that there will 
be no break on the line. The line may 
have varying pressures. It may have a 
pressure of 155 pounds in certain 
places and drop down to 85 pounds 
at another time. We are telling you 
that the line will be in excellent con¬ 
dition when the work is completed. 
Your Sub-Committee and the De¬ 
partment of Water have checked it. 
It does not say that something will 
not happen. We were criticized that 
a line that was more than fifty years 
old should have been taken out and re¬ 
newed. That break was caused by 
vibration. There is an old street car 
line. We know that it is not necessary 
to renew the line. The pump line is 
17,000 feet long. Your Capital Im¬ 
provement Committee, when we looked 
at it, estimated the cost at $800,000.00. 
It is as close as we came to it. To 
reiterate, we must get it working 
at its highest efficiency. The State 
has a widening contract around Etna 
Borough. We had a contract there to 
reinforce a certain amount of line. 
We find that just a little beyond 
that, that there is a repair to make 
which will entail about $5,000.00. It 
is exceavated now. I have requested 
the Department of Water to send the 
request to us for the extra work as 
soon as possible to expedite the work.

“One man has stood out consistently 
in that corner of Pennsylvania during 
the years when the Golden Triangle 
has been rising through the newly- 
cleansed air of Pittsburgh. That is 
Mayor David L. Lawrence, now re¬ 
hired for a fourth term by a thorough, 
two-to-one margin of voes. 

“Mayor Lawrence is not only a 
Democrat, but a veteran master-mind 
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of that party's campaign strategy; 
the man to whom the party's lesser 
geniuses turn when things get too 
snarled up. Since 14 other Pennsyl¬ 
vania cities chose Democratic Mayors 
on Tuesday, it might be assumed that 
the Lawrence victory was a part of 
a municipal trend. 

“That would hardly be a full ex¬ 
planation for the Pittsburgh story. 
In recent years Lawrence has devoted 
himself to the renaissance of Pitts¬ 
burgh first and, whenever he is per¬ 
mitted, exclusively.

“In keeping him on the job longer 
than 1 they have any Mayor, the citi¬ 
zens of his city have recognized Dave 
Lawrence for the Pittsburgh patriot 
he is.”

In re: Realty Transfer Tax Ordinance 

Gentlemen: 

It is suggested that Section 2 of 
the proposed realty transfer tax ordin¬ 
ance for 1958 be changed in accord¬ 
ance with the attached revision. The 
change would fix liability for the tax 
on the transferee, i.e., the buyer, ex¬ 
cept where the transferee is an ex¬ 
empt party, in which case the trans¬ 
feror would be subject to the tax. 

Previously the City's realty transfer 
tax has been payable by the trans¬ 
feror. Experience in enforcement of 
the tax has indicated that collection 
would be facilitated by imposing li¬ 
ability on the transferee. Rather than 
provide that either the transferror or 
transferee shall be liable for the tax, 
as is the case under the State realty 
transfer tax law, we believe it to be 
perferable to fix liability generally on 
the transferee.

The Chair: 

Thank you Rev. Kocisko for your 
very inspiring prayer. 
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Members of Council: Mayor Lawr¬ 
ence will now deliver his annual bud¬ 
get message. 

Honorable David L. Lawrence, 
Mayor, appeared and said: 

President and Members of Council: 

I have the honor to present, for 
your consideration, the General Fund 
budget for operation of Pittsburgh's 
municipal government during the 1958 
calendar year. This budget includes 
estimated revenues and expenditures 
for all City functions other than the 
Department of Water, whose budget 
is being presented to the Council in a 
separate document. 

The City government, in common 
with individuals, businesses, and in¬ 
stitutions, is faced with difficult prob¬ 
lems in trying to keep pace with ad¬ 
vancing costs caused by the inflation¬ 
ary cycle in which our nation is en¬ 
meshed. Equipment and supplies 
which must be purchased cost us more, 
contracts for services and construc¬ 
tion are being bid at higher amounts, 
and municipal employees, hard-hit by 
rising costs in their own households, 
are demanding improvements in their 
wages and salaries. 

These are hard facts which chal¬ 
lenge the most prudent administrator. 

The original departmental requests 
submitted to the Mayor for the 1958 
budget totalled $45,748,000. These 
requests, while justifiable from the 
departmental viewpoints, were reduced 
in the Mayor's Office by $699,586, leav¬ 
ing a total of $45,048,414, which is the 
basic budget being recommended for 
adoption. 

Even with the reductions achieved 
in the final preparation of expenditure 
estimates, the 1958 basic budget is 
$789,302 greater than 1957 appro¬ 
priations. 

Of this amount, $500,000 is required 
for additional pension costs which 
must be met in this year’s budget. 
The Municipal Pension Fund, it is 
estimated, will need $200,000 more 
this year than was appropriated in 


1957. The Firemen’s Relief and Pen- 
ion Fund, for which no appropriation 
has been made since 1950, needs 
$300,000 in City funds to fulfill its 
obligations in 1958. The simple rea¬ 
son for these increases is that more 
employees are taking advantage of 
liberalized pension benfits now avail¬ 
able to them. Beyond this fact, the 
Firemen's Fund has practically ex¬ 
hausted its accumulated reserves and 
will require appropriations from the 
General Fund from now on. 

Next to rising pension costs, the 
major additional expense item in the 
1958 budget, as it is being proposed, 
is caused by the automatic salary in¬ 
creases given to City employees cov¬ 
ered by increment plans. The cost of 
these increases, including those affect¬ 
ing, Carnegie Library employees, 
comes to $129,150. 

Taken together, pensions and the in¬ 
crement plans account for all but 
$160,152 of the increase of the 1958 
budget over 1957 appropriations. 

More money was needed to provide 
for higher prices for equipment and 
supplies. In several instances, this 
budget will permit some new or ex¬ 
panded activities in the City’s opera¬ 
tions. 

In the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, for example, funds are in¬ 
cluded to help combat the Dutch Elm 
disease which threatens to destroy 
thouands of trees in the city, and for 
additional costs in the recreation pro¬ 
gram which the Department conducts 
in the public schools throughout the 
city — a program that has been grow¬ 
ing rapidly. 

There is an allocation of $4,200 in 
the Bureau of Police to rent business 
machine equipment to be used to fur¬ 
ther centralize and modernize the po¬ 
lice records system. Another $11,000 
has been allocated for radio appratus, 
to be installed in automative equip¬ 
ment of various City departments to 
speed communications and improve 
service. 

The Department of Public Works 
will require $135,000 more for its 
street lighting program, to enable 
continued conversion of the lighting: 
system to lamps of higher candle- 































power and to provide for several hun¬ 
dred new installations. Here, it should 
be emphasized, the City is still taking 
advantage of prices for fixtures and 
brackets embodied in a contract which 
was signed in 1946 and took effect in 
1950. 

Beyond these items, however, there 
is little, if any, allowance for pro¬ 
gram expansion by any City agency. 

New positions were recommended 
in only three departments. 

The highest cost for this new per¬ 
sonnel is in the Bureau of Police, 
where an additional $118,500 will be 
needed this year to provide six new 
lieutenants, nine desk sergeants, and 
six detective sergeants. 

In rcommending creation of these 
positions, it is our goal to eliminate 
the necessity of assigning patrolmen 
to act for superior officers who are 
absent from duty because of pass 
days, vacations, or sickness. In addi¬ 
tion, the Detective Sergeants would 
serve as commanders of various 
squads in the Detective Division, 
which now are headed by patrolmen 
acting as lieutenants. 

I am certain the Council will agree 
that establishing these positions will 
go far toward correcting a situation 
in the Police Bureau which detracts 
from morale and from the overall 
efficiency of the force. 

The Department of City Planning, 
which has contracted with the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority to study 
the Chateau Street renewal area bn 
the North Side, requested four addi¬ 
tional persons to help carry out this 
important assignment. The Planning 
Commission will be reimbursed for 
this study to the amount of $50,000, 
so that the new positions will be com¬ 
pensated for in the future by reve¬ 
nues to be received from the Rede¬ 
velopment Authority. 

The only other new jobs included 
in the 1958 budget are five park po¬ 
licemen in the Department of Parks 
and Recreation. Actually, these men 
have been employed in the past, but 
they were paid from the Frick Park 
Trust Fund. The trustees for this 
fund find themselves unable to con¬ 


tinue this obligation and, for this rea¬ 
son, the positions now must be in¬ 
cluded in the General Fund budget, 
at a cost of $25,000 a year. 

It should be apparent that no effort 
has been spared in dealing with this 
budget cautiously and frugally. 

Many meritorious requests had to 
be rejected in order to keep expendi¬ 
tures down to a manageable level. 

A notable exception is the need for 
aid for the Pittsburgh Symphony Or¬ 
chestra, which is one of the city’s 
principal cultural assets. I am recom¬ 
mending in my budget figures that 
$50,000 be provided to pay for a 
series of free concerts to be presented 
by the Symphony as an extension to 
its regular season. 

There is ample precedent for such 
action in other major American cities. 
Beyond that, the importance of the 
Symphony to this community makes 
it mandatory, in my opinion, for the 
City to do its share to keep the Or¬ 
chestra alive and to help it grow even 
greater in its stature. 

While there has been a determined 
effort to resist additional responsibili¬ 
ties for the City, the Symphony aid 
program has such far-reaching impli¬ 
cations that I urge the Council to in¬ 
clude it in its appropriation ordinance. 
I might point out that several years 
ago, facing similar budget problems, 
the Council wisely decided to provide 
funds for a senior citizens program 
in the Department of Parks and Re¬ 
creation. Now this function has proved 
itself to be an integral part of our 
recreation activities, bringing a large 
measure of relaxation and companion¬ 
ship to our older citizens. 

All of this is essential to building 
a community where living will be re¬ 
warding socially as w T ell as econom¬ 
ically. This is a work we cannot afford 
to ignore. It will reqiure fuller atten¬ 
tion, both by government and by other 
groups, to make certain that Pitts¬ 
burgh's material and physical pro¬ 
gress is matched by its social and 
cultural enrichment. 

The basic budget being presented 
does not make allowance for addition¬ 
al costs for garbage collection, ash 
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disposal and The Animal Rescue Lea¬ 
gue contracts; for a wage increase 
for City employees; or for meeting 
the prevailing union rates of pay, 
which the City has traditionally ac¬ 
knowledged. 

It is estimated that the cost for 
providing the prevailing union pay 
rates will be $325,000. Contracts for 
garbage collection on the North Side, 
for hauling and disposal of incinera¬ 
tor ash, and for the services of the 
Animal Rescue League will be $70,- 
000 higher this budget year than they 
were in 1957. 

Most important of all, no one can 
ignore the fact that municipal em¬ 
ployees have had a difficult struggle 
in meeting the rising cost of living 
which has had a heavy impact upon 
every American, household. There¬ 
fore, I am recommending that the 
Council consider granting a five per 
cent wage and salary increase to all 
employees, except those covered by 
the prevailing union pay rates. 

Such an increase would cost $1,- 
350,000. 

The budget, including these recom¬ 
mended adjustments for wages and 
salaries and allowance for increased 
rontrcat costs, would total $46,793,- 
414. 

This may be summarized as follows:

Revenues expected to be produced 
from all sources in 1958 amount to 
$43,675,458. This figure includes a 
payment from the Water Fund to the 
General Fund of $2,145,000, as a re¬ 
turn on the City’s investment in the 
water plant. It should be pointed out 
that although this amount has been 
due to the General Fund annually, 
under terms of the ordinance estab¬ 
lishing the separate Water Fund, ac¬ 
tual payments have been considerably 
below this figure. As a matter of 
fact, the Water Fund, from 1955 


through 1957, has been deficient in its 
payments to the General Fund in the 
amount of $2,890, 575. 

By bringing the 1958 payments up 
to the prescribed figure, the General 
Fund revenues, together with an an- 
ticipatd surplus of $3,200,00, would 
provide total resources of $46,875,458, 
or $82,044 more than recommended 
expenditures, as summarized below:

The surplus which the City expects 
to realize after its 1957 operations 
was not arrived at magically. It is 
due both to higher revenue collections 
than those estimated at the beginning 
of the year and also to the most 
stringent controls on departmental 
expenditures. 

It is imperative that these same re¬ 
strictions be applied to the City's op¬ 
erations in 1958 in order to assure a 
surplus at the end of that year. It is 
highly doubtful that the cash balance 
at the close of 1958 business will be 
as large as the 1957 surplus, but every 
effort must and will be made to keep 
expenditures at the lowest possible 
level. 

We must continue, also, to demand 
that the Allegheny County Board of 
Property Assessment, Appeals and 
Review deal realistically with the 
assessment of property values within 
the City. Unfortunately, I cannot re¬ 
port any indication that the Board has 
yet adopted such a position. We will 
continue to press our case before the 
Board in the hope that some results 
may be achieved in the next triennial 
assessments of real property in Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

If the Council adopts appropriation 
and salary ordinances in substantial 
accordance with the recommendations 
contained in this budget, the City will 
be able to hold the tax line, which has 
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been the aim of this Administration in 
which I know the Council fully con¬ 
curs. Adjustments will be necessary 
in water rents, as set forth in the 
letter accompanying the Water Fund 
budget, to bring that budget into 
balance. 

By retaining our present tax rates, 
we will serve to encourage continued 
economic expansion within the city, 
which, in turn, will broaden our' tax 
base as well as assure fuller security 
for the entire community. 

This budget, in my opinion, is a 
realistic instrument for carrying out 
the City’s obligations in the coming 
year. It keeps costs to a minimum, 
which has been a constant goal in 
Pittsburgh. It provides for limited 
expansion and improvement in serv¬ 
ices, in accordance with recommenda¬ 
tion of the Mayor’s Management Ad¬ 
visory Committee which is constantly 
seeking means to achieve a more ef¬ 
ficient and economical municipal op¬ 
eration. 

Every citizen can be proud that 
Pittsburgh has been cited as one of 
the eight American cities with the 
most outstanding municipal govern¬ 
ments. I believe that the policies set 
forth in this budget will help us main¬ 
tain that distinction. 

Needless to say, it is subject to the 
closest scrutiny and examination by 
the members of City Council. If there 
are any possible reductions we have 
somehow overlooked, I am confident 
that you will search them out and vake 
appropriate action. On the other hand, 
any additions to the Budget will re¬ 
quire povrision of new revenues to 
pay for them. 

Pittsburgh has proved, during this 
past decade, its capacity for great¬ 
ness. It has demonstrated that gov¬ 
ernmental leadership and citizen par¬ 
ticipation can remake a city, give it 
stronger character, firmer purpose, 
greater confidence. 

That exciting and challenging work 
must be carried forward, with vigor 
and enthusiasm, in the years ahead. 

In 1958, this city will begin its Bi¬ 
centennial year, observing not only 
the greatness of our past but the 


opportunities ahead which truly make 
Pittsburgh America’s gateway to the 
future. It is our task to help mold that 
future into one as bright and as full 
as our boldest minds can envisage. 

That is our duty and our purpose. 

It is a responsibility which demands 
all of our energy and determination, 
without hesitation or falter. 

It is a work, I am confident, that 
Pittsburgh can and will achieve. 

I also have the honor to present to 
you the estimates of revenue and ex¬ 
penditures for the Department of 
Water, which constitute that agency’s 
budget for the 1958 calendar year. 

In the preparation of this budget, 
as with the compilation of the General 
Fund budget, every effort has been 
made to keep expenditures at the 
minimum level, while still maintain¬ 
ing the essential activities necessary 
to produce and deliver water of good 
quality to the City’s consumers. 

Anticipated expenditures in 1958 
total $6,284,756, without any allow¬ 
ance for a return on the City’s invest¬ 
ment, payable to the General Fund. 
These expenditures are $44,696 great¬ 
er than 1957 appropriations for sim¬ 
ilar purposes, due, principally, to ris¬ 
ing costs of material and equipment, 
the automatic salary increases due to 
employees covered by increment 
plans, and the higher cost of water 
purchased from the South Pittsburgh 
Water Company for those City resi¬ 
dents serviced by this private utility. 

Included in anticipated expenditures 
is $840,000 fo rehabilitation of the 
water system and $358,000 as reim¬ 
bursement to the General Fund for 
services performed for the Water De¬ 
partment by such City agencies as 
the Treasurer’s office and the Bureau 
of Automotive Equipment. Only one 
new position, that of an additional 
supervisor for meter repairs in the 
Distribution Division, has been pro¬ 
vided Tor in this budget. 

On the other hand, revenue from all 
sources amounts to $7,106,500, or 
$265,500 less than 1957 anticipated 
income. It is clear that the Water De¬ 
partment will not meet its 1957 reve- 
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Surplus 


300,000 


nue estimates, which makes it neces¬ 
sary to adjust the 1958 calculations 
to a more realistic and, therefore, a 
lower level. 

By adding the expected surplus, 
after 1957 operations, of $300,000, 
the total resources available to the 
Water Fund for 1958 are $7,406,500. 

Comparison of the expenditure 
estimates, already mentioned, with 
anticipated revenues obviously leaves • 
the Water budget in healthy balance. 

However, no provision is included 
in the expenditure totals for meeting 
the prevailing union rates of pay, 
estimated at $65,000, or to provide 
other Water Department employees 
with a five per cent wage increase, 
which will cost $95,000. 

Neither is there any allowance in 
these figures for a payment to General 
Fund as a return of the City’s invest¬ 
ment in the water plant. When Coun¬ 
cil separated the Water Fund from 
the General Fund, by enacting Or¬ 
dinance 350, of 1954, it was stipulated 
that the Water Department should 
make an annual payment of $2,145,- 
000 to the General Fund. This was 
calculated at five and one-half per 
cent of a plant valuation of $39,000,- 
000 . 

Such a return has been anticipated 
in compiling the General Fund bud¬ 
get. 

When all of these water expenses 
are included in the estimated expendi¬ 
tures, this budget is out of balance by 
$1,183,256.

It is pertinent to note that in de¬ 
termining the rate of return to the 
General Fund, the most conservative 
plant valuation figure was established 
by Council. Actually, modernization of 
the Water Department’s facilities, be¬ 
ing carried on both with current water 
revenue and with bond funds, has 
materially increased the system’s 
value. 

Even with the valuation set by 
Council in 1954, the Water Depart¬ 
ment has failed to produce the stipu¬ 
lated fair return since 1955. At the 
present time, the General Fund is 
owed $2,890,575 from operations of 
prior years. 

In order to have the Water Fund 
function as it was intended, it is ap¬ 
parent that additional revenues must 
be raised by an increase in water 
rents. We have resisted such sched¬ 
ule changes for the past six years, 
despite the fact that the Water Fund 
has not been meeting its obligations. 
Now, however, I must recommend 
that the Council consider adoption of 
1958 water rent charges which are 
twenty per cent higher than those 
currently in effect, leaving the service 
charge at the present rate. 

Such a revision would produce about 
$1,240,000 in new revenues, or an 
amount sufficient to bring this budget 
into balance. 

A careful analysis will show that 
Pittsburgh’s water charges are con¬ 
siderably lower, for the great majority 
of consumers, than those charged by 
other water systems in this area. As 
a matter of fact, the City is faced with 
additional costs in subsidizing those 
City residents who buy their water 
from the South Pittsburgh Water 
Company, whose rates are as much as 
75 per cent greater than the charges 
of the municipal water system. 

At the present time, according to 
the Board of Water Assessors, a cus¬ 
tomer who buys 12,000 gallons of 
water each quarter from the City pays 
$4.93, while a consumer purchasing 
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the same amount of water from the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company is 
required to pay $7.47 a quarter. Un¬ 
der a recent Public Utility Commission 
ruling, the City must pay to the South 
Pittsburgh Water Company the 
amount billed to its customers who 
are Pittsburgh residents at the re¬ 
tail rate, less a four per cent allow¬ 
ance for billing, collections and dis¬ 
counts, Thus the company is assured 
of 100 per cent collections, including 
those charges it levies against church¬ 
es, schools, hospitals, and similar in¬ 
stitutions. 

In this 1958 budget, $1,240,000 is 
needed to pay South Pittsburgh Water 
Company. This compares with a 1954 
appropriation for the same purpose 
of $800,640, or an increase of over 
fifty per cent.* Of course, City resi¬ 
dents using South Pittsburgh service 
reimburse the City on the basis of the 
municipal water system schedule. 

By raising the municipal water 
rents twenty per cent, the City con¬ 
sumers using 12,000 gallons a quarter 
will pay eighty-four cents more each 
quarter, or $5.77. For the same quan¬ 
tity of water, the customer of Wilk- 
insburg-Penn Water Authority would 
pay $5.86, the customer of the West 
View Water Authority would be 
charged $6.75. and, of course, the non- 
City customer of South Pittsburgh 
Water Company would be billed $7.47. 

Even with the recommended rate 
increase in effect, the City’s schedule 
compares favorably with those of 
other water systems serving this 
area. However, there is still a large 
disparity between the City’s charges 
and those of the South Pittsburgh 
Water Company. 

I am asking the Water Department, 
together with the Mayor’s Manage¬ 
ment Advisory Committee, to study 
these rate comparisons as well as the 
valuation of the City’s system, and 
to make recommendations on any 
other changes which should be con¬ 
sidered in adopting the 1959 water 
rent schedule. 

It is important to remember that 
in the Spring of 1959, charges of the 
Allegheny County Sanitary Authority 
will be added to water rents in those 
communities being served by the Au¬ 


thority. It is evident that if any ad¬ 
ditional corrections in the City’s water 
rates are to be made, they should 
precede the start of the sewage billing. 

In recommending the separation of 
the Water Fund from the General 
Fund in 1954, it was pointed out that 
municipally-owned public utilities 
should be self-sustaining and financed 
independently of regular government¬ 
al functions. 

* Expenditures to South Pittsburgh 
Water Company: 1954 — $800,640; 
1955 — $1,067,000; 1956 — $964,660; 
1957 — $1,210,200 (estimated). It 
was also emphasized that the City 
should have a water rate schedule 
which neither subsidizes the general 
tax program nor is subsidized by it. 

That was our original purpose and 
it has been the guide in the prepara¬ 
tion of this budget. 

Pittsburgh’s water system, from 
the time water goes into the filtration 
beds until it is delivered into the 
homes, is undergoing an extensive 
program of modernization and im¬ 
provement. It is essential that work 
continue, without interruption, to as¬ 
sure this community of water of the 
highest quality delivered in sufficient 
quantities. 

I believe that this budget properly 
sets forth the expenditures which are 
required to carry on this program. 
Together with the capital improve¬ 
ment allocations, these funds will en¬ 
able the City to provide the best pos¬ 
sible water service at the lowest pos¬ 
sible price. 

We can have no lesser goal.

From the youthful looks of the 
man, the spring of his step, the trim¬ 
ness of his figure, it just might be 
surmised that John Thomas was 
working at his trade, without previ¬ 
ous experience, of course, at the age 
of about five. 

Tell his present age he may not. 
But he’ll not be denying, for it is 
written here in the record, that today 
he begins his second 50 years of re¬ 
porting the news for the departed 
Pittsburgh Sun and its living de¬ 
scendant, the Post-Gazette. 

Hasn’t Idled Time Away 

Anyone not blessed with knowing, 
John Thomas obviously has not idled 
time away in John Thomas Park or 
at City Hall during any of the 13 
political terms of the last nine men 
who have served Pittsburgh as mayor. 

During this succession of mayors, 
all of them long gone except his in¬ 
cumbent friend, David L. Lawrence, 
adding up to nearly a half century, he 
has continuously and faithfully in¬ 
formed the Pittsburgh public about 
its government. 

It’s not true, as has been suspected, 
that he invented City Hall. But, as 


long as can be remembered around 
press rooms, John Thomas has been 
the recognized, unchallenged “dean 
of City Hall reporters” in Pittsburgh. 

Still it is not by years alone—years 
of careful, accurate, fair reporting, 
free of occupational cynicism and 
iconoclasm — that his life has been 
distinguished. 

Special Sort of Human 

The rather revolutionary Thomas 
philosophy he has lived by is what 
sets him apart. He has proved his 
doctrine that one can be a dedicated 
newspaperman without concealing 
his better qualities as a human being. 

Though he does not himself be¬ 
lieve it, being afflicted with a severe 
case of chronic modesty, John Thomas 
is a special sort of human being, one 
of the last of a vanishing breed. 

Being gentle, considerate, compas¬ 
sionate, helpful, understanding, pos¬ 
sessed of an old world refinement — 
all that comes as naturally to him 
as showing up at City Hall each day 
at 10 a.m. 

It is his inborn habit to be a friend 
of, sympathizer with and favor-doer 
for all who cross his path — mayors 
and councilmen, Republicans and 
Democrats, policemen and secretaries, 
janitors and stenographers, fellow 
workers and rival reporters. 

Had Park Created Downtown 

It also is his habit to be a devout 
lover of all things of nature and beau¬ 
ty. Ten years ago one of his cam¬ 
paigns for “a place where a blade of 
green grass might be found amidst 
the concrete of the Golden Triangle/’ 
led to creation of a small but signi¬ 
ficant park at Grant and Water 
Streets (now Fort Pitt Boulevard). 

By official resolution, Council 
named it for John Thomas. “It is fit¬ 
ting and proper that this newspaper 
reporter should be remembered for 
untiring efforts in having this plot 
of ground improved,” the edict said. 

Replied the crimson-faced reporter 
in embarrassed voice: “I love Pitts¬ 
burgh, although I live in Crafton. 1 
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should like to live the rest of my life 
in a way to deserve this honor.” 

This year, when the State rudely 
ripped out the trees and shrubs for 
the Penn-Lincoln Parkway, a near¬ 
revolt by friends of John Thomas was 
checked by City promises that a new 
John Thomas Park would be de¬ 
veloped at a nearby location. 

John Thomas comes from a line of 
Beaver harness-makers, leather-tan¬ 
ners and farmers. As a boy, he helped 
his father and grandfather in their 
harness shop. 

Was Surveyor’s Aide 

In his senior year, he left high 
school to take a job with the Beaver 
County surveyor, then Michael Baker, 
father of the now prwominent road- 
builder. 

His first newspaper job was with 
the Beaver Star. For nearly three 
years, he wrote general news about 
Beaver Valley towns, doing it in la¬ 
borious long hand. “City editors of 
that day thought the typewriter, be¬ 
ing easy to use, tended to make re¬ 
porters too wordy,” he says. 

About 1906 John came down to 
Pittsburgh to join the staff of the 
Pittsburgh Sun shortly after it was 
founded. He covered major mine 
disasters, wrote river and other news, 
composed editorials and worked on 
various desks. 

During Mayor George W. Guthrie’s 
administration, he began assisting 
Samuel G. Kennedy, later city editor 
of the Chronicle-Telegraph, with City 
Hall and political news for the Sun. 
In 1911, he took over the beat on a 
full-time basis. 

Covered Political Conventions 

A year later he covered his first 
national political convention and was 
at Baltimore when the Democrats 
nominated Woodrow Wilson for 
President. He also was at all of the 
1916, 1920 and 1924 conventions. 

Since then, his only assignment 
has been City Hall and the ups and 
downs of city government. Among his 
favorite anecdotes — and he has ac¬ 


cumulated a store of them from his 
past years of being in demand as a 
banquet toastmaster — concerns one 
of the rare times he was “scooped.” 

That was in 1936. For months he 
had been tracking down daily rumors 
that the eccentric, unpredictable 
Mayor William N. McNair was about 
to resign. One day John cornered the 
mayor for a private press conference. 

“Mayor,” he implored, “I’d like to 
know the truth. Is there anything to 
these rumors? Are you going to re¬ 
sign?” 

“No, John,” McNair assured him. 
“Go home and forget it. I’ll see you 
tomorrow.” 

So the trusting, conscientious re¬ 
porter went home, relieved that day of 
the worry that had been persistently 
plaguing him. 

“The next morning I was a little 
late getting to town,” he recalls. 
“The first thing I heard when I step¬ 
ped off the trolley were newsboys 
screaming: “Extra . . . extra . . . Mc¬ 
Nair resigns!” 

Experiences Saddest Day 

One of his saddest days was the 
one that marked the end of the Sun. 
It went out of business in 1927 as the 
result of a series of newspaper sales 
and mergers but its staff, along with 
that of the old Post, became part of 
the new Post-Gazette. 

Once a year John gets quite sen¬ 
timental about it in a reunion with 
other surviving Sun staffers and his 
revered publisher of that day, retired 
banker Arthur E. Braun. 

Besides the City of Pittsburgh, City 
Hall and the people with whom he 
works, John maintains a sincere and 
consuming devotion to: 

His wife, the former Katherine 
Schaefer, a private secretary when 
he married her in 1915. 

New England, which he visits at 
every opportunity. Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury architecture; nothing disturbs 
him more than talk of tearing down 
Richardson’s classic County Court- 
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house and jail. 

Engineering details of construc¬ 
tion projects. City Planning. Flowers 
and trees; he would have made an ex¬ 
cellent garden editor. Do-it-yourself 
puttering about the house, at which 
he is an expert. 

All this — and more — is Reporter 
John Thomas of the past Jialf cen¬ 
tury. None of it will change during 
his next 50 years. 

Mr. Thomas: 

Mr. President and Members of 
Council; 

I would not trust myself emotional¬ 
ly to say a single word about my re¬ 
lations with the people in public life 
in this City. Newspapermen are ac¬ 
customed to look at those in public 
life as two different persons entirely. 
We see the man we like; the congen¬ 
ial fellow, and then we look at the 
other man in relation to his duties to 
the public under his oath, and we are 
often critical when it is deserved and 
sometimes when it is not deserved. 

I could not trust myself to attempt 


to express emotions that sometimes 
come to me over the many expres¬ 
sions of kindness and sympathy that 
have been my lot down through the 
years in association with people in 
public life. I have been with Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans and have 
found most of them pretty fine peo¬ 
ple at heart, and this Council and 
this Administration are no exceptions. 
I can think of no one in it against 
whom I have an unkind thought, and 
better still, of no one can I think of 
who has entertained an unkind 
thought toward me. I can only say 
what I once said on the occasion 
when they named a little park after 
me. Some very nice things were 
said, most of them I did not believe. 
I did not think I was the person they 
were talking about, but I felt very, 
very humble. 

I hope, in some measure, I can al¬ 
ways be worthy of the fine confidence 
that has been reposed in the man 
they think I am. I thank you.

Miss Teresa Connell,'4612 Murray 
Avenue:- 

I am expressing my opinion from 
what I have read in the newspaper 
about the Roosevelt School property. 
On the Roosevelt School property, 
Council took a big step last week 
when it approved in committee an 
ordinance changing the property from 
residential to Commercial. Council¬ 
man Fagan voted against the mea¬ 
sure. The property located at Murray 
and Greenfield Avenues has been an 
issue for months. The Board of 
Public Education wants to sell it to a 
grocery chain for $125,000.00. At a 
hearing many protested. The Depart¬ 
ment of Parks and Recreation said 
there were adequate recreational fa¬ 
cilities nearby. Mr. Fagan said he 
would. yote against the measure. He 
said residential properties might 
suffer. I am here to state that if we 
don’t peed a playground as stated, we 
do need a green spot. The Board of 
Public Education is a taxing body and 
if they need money they should get 
it through taxes. They have just in¬ 
creased the millage. The Loblaw 
Company has a market two blocks 
away from this property, so do you 
think we need another super market? 

I am told it is going to be planted 
and that parking is going to be on 
Loretta Street. Loretta Street is so 
narrow that two automobiles cannot 
be stopped on it at the same time. 

I have been living there for forty- 
one years. That is my home. I am not 
going to sell my property. I want to 
live and die there. Is there no protec¬ 
tion for me ? I think the Bill of 
Rights of the United States Govern¬ 
ment says there is. I am going to be 


chucked in between two rat holes. 
I am just asking any one of the Coun- 
cilmen how he would like it to be 
done to him. Why, in forty-two 
years, can the Board of Public Edu¬ 
cation come and ruin us? I am here 
for human rights under the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States, and I think 
you will find a clause in there that 
protects me and my home. 

We have all been told that after 
election the Giant Eagle is going to 
get it. It has been all fixed. I have 
gone out and got people to vote for 
you. You have been re-elected and 
a month later you turn about-face 
and do this. I was told by one woman 
who is registered Republican and I 
asked her to vote for you. She said, 
“Why should I vote for you, the Giant 
Eagle will get it anyhow.” I want 
protection. 

Michael Scarpino, 621 Montclair 
Street: Spoke in opposition to the 
zoning change. 

Julius Tamburi: 

We are here to protest the re- 
zoning of the Roosevelt School site. 
We have many new markets in the 
last twenty years. We believe in de¬ 
fense of what we have in Hazelwood, 
Squirrel Hill and Greenfield. We 
have enough places to do our market¬ 
ing. We leel there is no more need 
for commercialism. The reason for 
the School Board to sell — we can¬ 
not understand what their reasons 
are. If this continues on and the 
School Board sells, it is not going to 
be long until they will sell the Board 
of Public Education property out in 
Oakland. 


Samuel Reingold: 

I am a real estate broker and 
should be one to object if there is go¬ 
ing to be a food market. I will give 
my reason why I did not object to 
this change. Young boys loaf around 
the school property. I have been rep¬ 
resentative of the tenants of prop¬ 
erties for fifteen years and have bad 
more trouble with youngsters doing 
damage to property there, especially 
in the evenings. They will be playing 
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games and the first thing you know 
they will be doing damage to the 
properties. Several times I went down 
to Oakland Police Station and paid 
them to keep the boys off. They said 
they are on school property and they 
can't really chase them. They are still 
doing it. Therefore, I believe if that 
property was occupied whether com¬ 
mercial or whatever it might be, the 
boys will not play and get into any 
fights and it will be a benefit to the 
neighborhood, than by leaving it as 
it is. 

Mr. J. T. Caldwell, 4303 Murray 
Avenue; 

I have lived there thirty-three 
years and am a property owner and 
taxpayer. I would like very much to 
see the zoning law changed. This 
neighborhood is going back and we 
need something new. These people 
who are opposing have a very selfish 
reason for a super market going in 
there. If this was changed to Com¬ 
mercial think of the revenue it would 
bring to the City. We have in our 
City much too much tax free property. 
Let's get rid of some of it. 

Mr. Jones: 

Mr. Prseident: I do not wish to be 
unpopular in what I am going to say 
and I do not want them to think 1 
do not want to hear what they have 
to say. I believe in giving everybody 
the right to speak, but I recall we 
had several hearings on this particu¬ 
lar matter. My mind is made up and 
nobody has fixed me. I would suggest 
that these people who appeared at 
the public hearing, if they have new 
information I would ask that they 
give us the new information rather 
than what we have heard in pro¬ 
longed hearings that have taken 
place. To my mind this hearing is 
somewhat irregular. 

The Chair: 

It is somewhat irregular, and I 
agree with you we do not a repetition 
of what we had at the public hear¬ 
ings. This has been a bone of conten¬ 
tion and we have been harassed by 
the people calling on the phone. I 


did say I was interested in the houses 
and would like to preserve their prop¬ 
erty in some way. I want to say 
right here and now, nobody fixed me. 

Mr. Rodgers: 

I would like assurance from you 
that you are going to give us some¬ 
thing new and not what you gave us 
at the public hearing. We all know 
what you said at the public hearing. 

Mr, Fagan: 

There were no objections when we 
were asked if they could speak. Mrs. 
Connell spoke and anybody else 
should have the right to speak. 

The Chair: 

I think the members of Council will 
agree with me, that is the policy of 
Council. Mr. Jones made the sug¬ 
gestion if they have anything new to 
present it; we don't want repetition. 

Mr. Joseph Paul, 4217 Winterburn 
Street: 

I did not have any intention of 
coming here, and am a little disap¬ 
pointed in what I have heard so far. 
I have heard two parties mention 
points which are not true and are 
not important things. The issue here 
is rezoning so it can be used com¬ 
mercially or keep it residential. One 
gentleman, who is a real estate man 
said the children are loafing on the 
corners and have nothing to do. What 
better reason is there than to give 
them something to do. I am very 
closely associated with the Little Lea¬ 
gue and have two hundred children 
who participate but could have two 
hundred more if we had the facilities. 
There is going to be a new super 
market that is going to be within 
three blocks on Browns Hill Road. 
You can go down in our section and 
get anything you want. Please, gen¬ 
tleman, I ask you to consider keep¬ 
ing this residential. 

Mrs. Andrew Kovac, We are adj¬ 
acent to it. We do not have to call a 
policeman, and are just adjacent. 
You will be doing spot zoning. We 
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do not need any more shopping cen¬ 
ters in that vicinity. I am asking you 
to keep it residential. 

Mr. Robert Lieberman: 

I am speaking this afternoon in be¬ 
half of the Retail Clerks’ Association. 
I think I am fairly well acquainted 
with most of the members of Council 
and I can honestly say, knowing a 
number of you for many years, that 
this thing about you being fixed is 
something fantastic. I was sorry to 
hear such a statement made. It puts 
doubts on the integrity of this Coun¬ 
cil. I think I know the men in this 
Council and lady in this Council. 

We are interested in this for a num¬ 
ber of months. We know that there 
has been dickering going on, and this 
was being talked about for a period 
of eighteen months before there was 
any Loblaws on Browns Hill, but I 
know the company was dickering for 
this property and eventually going to 
purchase it. I do not have to tell you 
there are certain economic factors in¬ 
volved here. The City of Pittsburgh is 
making tremendous effort to keep 
people from moving outside its limits, 
and may I call to your attention, when 
I was in the market to buy a piece 
of property, what did real estate offer 
me—close proximity to schools, to 
churches and within walking distance 
of shopping areas, where there were 
a number of interests that can serve 
such as groceries, drugs, etc. That 
means value to land and to buildings. 
You can build on the Sahara Desert 
but if there are no people there and 
things to satisfy human needs, then 
the property is valueless. And we 
recognize that these are important 
factors in the economic life of this 
community. And to use this means 
approximately sixty regular jobs, 
with fifteen to twenty regular part- 
time employees. Generally, when 
people open in a community the 
people are hired within the com¬ 
munity. We are in competition with 
other communities and it seems to 
me that the rezoning of this section 
cannot do any material harm to the 
community. We, in our community, 
were happy that a market was opened 
up. We appreciate the members of 
Council using their good judgment 


and permitting the rezoning of this 
district. I thank you. 

Mr. Saul Shapiro, Vice President, 
Giant Eagle: 

I do not want to rehash the things 
we covered in the last meeting. I 
want to clear up two impressions, I 
want to clear up Miss Connell. The 
Giant Eagle opens no stores on Sun¬ 
day. There are fourteen small bus¬ 
inesses in the neighborhood of the 
school. I turned over a petition signed 
by thirteen of them. I will read how 
they feel about a super market there: 

“ 12 - 21 - 57 . 

“To the Members of City Schools: 

“The undersigned are merchants 
who operate businesses within the 
block of the Roosevelt School prop¬ 
erty. We urge Council to change the 
zoning of this property to commercial. 

A supermarket with parking is ur¬ 
gently needed in this area, and would 
be a help to all the other business 
establishments in the vicinity/' 

We have held a series of hearings 
with the City Planning Commission 
and I believe they approved the or¬ 
dinance submitted to City Council. 
We have not intended to bring a 
group to make a series of speeches, 
but if Council be left with the im¬ 
pression that the people of the neigh¬ 
borhood are all on one side, I will re¬ 
mind you that we left with you a 
petition at the last hearing and in 
this petition they urgently requested 
the rezoning of this property to Com¬ 
mercial. 


Mr. Dinan: 

Mr. President: We have granted 
these people the privilege to speak 
here today, and although this has 
been our policy, there has not been 
too much repetition, but there has 
been some, and I cannot let some 
of the statements go unanswered. 

Council had information from our 
Department of Parks and Recre¬ 
ation that this was not a good site 
for a recreation center, and we fee! 
that we have other sites that have 
no recreation areas, and if we had 
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any money we would spend it there. 

There was a statement made that 
this was a fixed proposition. That 
hurt me very much because I am 
not one to be fixed. I voted in Com¬ 
mittee last Tuesday, and made a 
statement then, and since last Com¬ 
mittee meeting I have got some add¬ 
itional information. I was not sure 
what was going to take place. I have 
got some additional information. 
Some say this was left over until 
after the election and to spoil some¬ 
body's Christmas. That was furthest 
from Council's mind. It has had pub¬ 
lic hearings and it was brought up 
now because everything dies at the 
end of this term, and to save the 
expense of going through this change 
of zoning again, that is the reason 
it was brought up today. 

Unfortunately there are those who 
are going to be affected and I prob¬ 
ably would feel the same way. But 
we in Council - I am from Morning- 
side - and I am elected by all of the 
people and must vote as to what the 
over-all effect will be. There are 
certain things the Board of Public 
Education can do that we do not 
have power over. These people failed 
to bring it to the proper body. I 
wish that the people of the neighbor¬ 
hood would take their trouble to the 
Board of Public Education before it 
comes to us. 

My reason for my position being 
changed is because I have additional 
information. It is possible that this 
property, if it is not made avaible 
for a shopping center, there may be 
a request to put a warehouse there. 
So, we have a problem before us 
today.

Mr. Fagan Mr. Gallagher (Pres’t) 

Ayes 8. Noes none. 

And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the 
resolutions passed finally. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Mr. Counahan: 

Mr. President: Today we had a 
hearing - an unauthorized hearing. 
Under the Rules of this Council we 
do set up a hearing for people who 
are interested in a particular subject 
and they appear at that hearing and 
say whether they are for or against 
and make their views known. 


Today, to help a woman out, we 
heard that lady who protested com¬ 
mittee action, and we gave her per¬ 
mission to voice her particular ob¬ 
jections, and if you look over the 
Minutes that was the only thing 
that was authorized today. 

I personally, did not object to it, 
but lo and behold a public hearing, 
and nobody else - the Council did not 
have an opportunity to state whether 
they wanted this public hearing or 
not. As far as I am concerned, from 
now on, you can rest assured that 
I am not in favor of any hearings of 
this particular type. I heard some of 
the members of Council abused. 1 
was not abused myself to my face, 
but maybe at the door, and I am 
big enough to take care of anybody 
who cares to abuse me. But from 
now on let us live up to the Rules 
of this Council and have no more 
public hearings at the regular meet¬ 
ing of Council. You see just what we 
got into, and one man left the hall 
and said “Let us get out of here 
before we get loused up.” At a 
hearing I don't mind him saying that 
because I can answer, but here we 
have recessed, where the only thing 
we can do is stand out there and 
argue. This certainly was a disgrace 
and we should not get into another. 

To go back over it, we had a 
hearing and the public was invited, 
and let us quit this kind of stuff. 
The only one given permission was 
that woman who objected to the 
zone change and here we get into 
a public hearing. I did not know a 
thing about this. Let us get away 
from this. Accusations were made for 
the reason that we had made a com¬ 
mitment in Committee by giving it 
an affirmative recommendation. 1 
may, at any time, vote at that table 
for an affirmative recommendation 
and reverse myself here. I am allowed 
to do that. But for the reason it was 
affirmed in Committee - No. 1, we 
got into this hearing, and No. 2, we 
are accused of being a fixed Council. 

As far as being a fixed Council is 
concerned, I don't think anybody 
knows how I am going to vote on any 
particular bill. As far as being fixed, 
which is tantamount to saying I am 
crooked, I can say I have never taken 









































a nickel for anything and that ap¬ 
plies to a long time before I was in 
Council, If that was brought up in a 
hearing you certainly could answer 
the person who made the accusation. 
We do not happen to be a fixed 
Council but I do not like to be in 
the position where I cannot answer. 
Unfortunately 1 did not hear the 
full statement but I am too much 
worked up about that for the reason 
I understand a lot of people think I 
am fixed. But I want to be able to 
answer people like that. I will never 
object to anybody coming up and 
making a plea, but when you get 
into a public hearing, no more for 
me. When you have a public hearing 
you do not vote. 

The Chair: 

You are entitled to your remarks 
and your opinion, but are you in¬ 
sinuating the Chair is responsible for 
this hearing or public hearing or 
public outburst? Mr. Dinan stated 
that the only reason they were in 
here was because of the expiration 
of this Council. I believe in the right 
of free speech and free assembly, 
and as Chairman of Council I do not 
deny them the right if they apply in 
the proper manner. This group was 
aroused. Mrs. Connell denounced me 
on the phone and called me and other 
Council members, and when she made 
the remark that this was fixed, I 
replied I wasn't fixed. As far as 
arranging a hearing before Council, 
the Clerk, Mr. Boxheimer, and I try 
to work out the time for such hear¬ 
ings. During my first term in Coun¬ 
cil, Robert Garland, who was then 
President of Council, opposed the 
granting of a permit to Emma Gold¬ 
man to hold a meeting at the North 
Side Carnegie Music Hall. At that 
time I disagreed with Mr. Garland 
and said that any person should be 
given the privilege of free speech 
and free assembly. 

Mr. Counahan: 

I made the statement these people 
were in to the meeting and it does not 
have to be you, and I am not telling 
you, to be mean or vicious. I believe 
in free speech too, but I do not 


believe in having a Council meeting 
chewed up and people making re¬ 
marks and breaking up a Council 
meeting. There was nothing said that 
was not repetitious in the first place. 
I am not against free speech. I was 
for that woman to speak, and if you 
will look over the record, she re¬ 
ceived permission - nobody else. She 
was the only one. As far as I am 
concerned, I have said what I want 
to say. I hope we do not get into 
another hearing like this. 

Mr. Jones moved 

That the Minutes of Council of 
Monday, December 16, 1957, be ap¬ 
proved. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Jones: 

Mr. President and Members of 
Council: I know we were all stunned 
by the untimely death of Mr. Ray 
Sprigle. Mr. Sprigle was nationally 
known as a Pulitzer Prize winner, 
I think in 1950, and even before that 
brought fame to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh because this was the base of 
his operation, being on the editorial 
staff of the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. 
He has done much good, not only 
for the City but for the State and 
Nation, and I move that when, this 
Council adjourns, it shall adjourn 
out of respect to his memory, be¬ 
cause his life gives account of the 
fact that the pen is mightier than 
the sword. I am sure we have suf¬ 
fered a great loss in his passing. 

In addition to the motion that we 
adjourn out of respect to his memory, 
I also move that the Chair appoint 
a committee to prepare appropriate 
resolutions for presentation before 
this body. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Jones, 
Fagan and Dinan to prepare proper 
resolutions on the death of Ray 
Sprigle. 

And 

Council adjourned.

Every owner or opera¬ 
tor of such motor vehicles shall, with¬ 
in thirty (30) days after notification 
of the passage of this ordinance, file 
with the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh a certificate showing the name 
of the manufacturer; number, kind 
and location of doors, motor number 
and chassis number of each motor 
vehicle used or available for use ir 
the business of transporting pass¬ 
engers for hire into or within the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Section 3. Before any owner or op¬ 
erator of motor vehicles shall use or 
operate any motor vehicle in the busi¬ 
ness of transporting passengers for 
hire into or within the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, other than those enumerated 
in the certificate filed pursuant to 
Section 2 hereof, the said owner shall 
file with the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety for such motor 
yehicle or vehicles a certificate show¬ 
ing the information relative to such 
motor vehicle or vehicles required in 
the certificate filed pursuant to Sec¬ 
tion 2 hereof and containing also an 
affirmation that the motor vehicle or 
vehicles comply with the provisions 
















of this ordinance. 

Section 4. Taxicabs, limousines, 
school buses and vehicles transport¬ 
ing passengers to and from airports; 
vehicles loading and unloading in an 
off street area; and motor vehicles en¬ 
gaged in interstate commerce are ex¬ 
empt from the operation of this ordi¬ 
nance. Exempted also from the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance are vehicles 
certificated and used for travel be¬ 
yond the limits of Allegheny County. 

Section 5. Any owner or operator of 
motor vehicles violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, 
upon conviction before any Alderman 
of Police Magistrate of the City of 
Pittsburgh, be subject to a fine not 
exceeding One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) and costs, and in default 
of payment of the fine and costs, 
shall be subject to imprisonment in 
the County Jail or Workhouse for a 
period not exceeding thirty (30) days. 
Operation of each motor vehicle in 
violation of this ordinance shall be 
considered a separate violation and 
each additional day of such operation 
shall also constitute a separate viola¬ 
tion.

improvements as partial exercise of 
the authority conferred by the elec¬ 
tors at a Special Bond Election held 
on the 11th day of September, 1956: 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($500,000.00) for a grant to the Ur¬ 
ban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh to be used in connection 
with Federal, State and other contri¬ 
butions for Redevelopment Area No. 
3 in the Lower Hill project, and for 
public improvements connected there¬ 
with; Three Million Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($3,050,000) for the conduc¬ 
tion of a clarifier, for additions to, 
rehabilitation of and equipping of the 
filtration plant, pumping stations and 
other improvements under the juris¬ 
diction of the Department of Water; 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($500,000.00) for the construction, 
reconstruction and resurfacing of 
streets generally, the reconstruction 
and improvement of street intersec¬ 
tions, and the construction and recon¬ 
struction of sewers; Three Hundred 
• Fifty Thousand Dollars ($350,000.00) 
for the construction, reconstruction, 
alteration, rehabilitation and equip¬ 
ment of playgrounds, park buildings 
and other facilities under the juris¬ 
diction of the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, including riverfront 
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and hillside development; and Eight 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($800,- 
000.00) for the construction, recon¬ 
struction, alteration, replacement and 
rehabilitation of fire houses and other 
municipal buildings and facilities; the 
reconstruction, alteration and rehab¬ 
ilitation and equipment of library 
buildings; and the construction, pur¬ 
chase, installation and replacement of 
traffic control equipment; and levy¬ 
ing taxes to provide funds for the 
redemption of said bonds at maturity 
and for the payment of interest and 
State taxes thereon. 

WHEREAS, the corporate author¬ 
ities of the City of Pittsburgh, by 
Ordinance No. 266, approved July 27, 
1956, recorded in Ordinance Book Vol. 
60, Page 547, signified their desire 
that the indebtedness of the City of 
Pittsburgh be increased in the amount 
of Thirty Million Dollars ($30,000,- 
000.00) for the purpose of paying the 
costs, damages and expenses of mak¬ 
ing improvements generally in the 
City, and for the purpose of making 
grants for urban redevelopment and 
for the public auditorium project, and 
provided that the question of increas¬ 
ing the indebtedness in said amount 
for such purposes be submitted to a 
vote of the electors of the City of 
Pittsburgh at a Special Bond Elec¬ 
tion to be held on Tuesday, the elev¬ 
enth (11th) day of September, 1956; 
and 

WHEREAS, after due legal notice 
the said special election was held and 
conducted as required by law, and a 
majority of the electors who voted 
at the election voted in favor of the 
increase of indebtedness and the 
vote was duly counted as required by 
law and the return certified to Coun¬ 
cil, which certified return has been 
placed of record upon the minutes of 
Council. 

The Council of the City of Pitts- 
burgh hereby enacts as follows : 

Section 1. Purusant to the authority 
conferred by vote of the electors of 
the City of Pittsburgh at a Special 
Bond Election held on the 11th day of 
September, 1956, general obligation 
peoples bonds of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be issued in the aggregate 


principal amount of Five Million Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($5,200,- 
000.00) to provide funds for the pur¬ 
pose of making grants for urban re¬ 
development and for paying all or 
part of the cost, damages and ex¬ 
penses, including engineering and 
architectural expenses, expenses in 
connection with the acquisition of 
necessary property and property rights 
and other expenses, necessarily in¬ 
curred or to be incurred in connection 
with the following general public im¬ 
provements as a partial exercise of 
the authority conferred by the elec¬ 
tors at a Special Bond Election held 
on the 11th day of September, 1956: 

Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($500,000.00) for a grant to the Ur¬ 
ban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh to be used in connection 
with Federal, State and other contri¬ 
butions for Redevlopment Area No. 3 
in the Lower Hill project, and for 
public improvements connected there¬ 
with ; 

Three Million Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($3,050,000.00) for the con¬ 
struction of a clarifier, for additions 
to, rehabilitation of and equipping of 
the filtration plant, pumping stations 
and other improvements under the 
jurisdiction of the Department of 
Water; 

Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($500,000.00) for the construction, re¬ 
construction and resurfacing of 
streets generally, the reconstruction 
and improvement of street intersec¬ 
tions, and the construction and recon¬ 
struction of sewers; 

Three Hundred Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($350,000.00) for the con¬ 
struction, alteration, rehabilitation 
and equipment of playgrounds, park 
buildings and other facilities under 
the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation, including river¬ 
front and hillside development; and 

Eight Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($800,000.00) for the construction, re¬ 
construction, alteration, replacement 
and rehabilitation of fire houses and 
other municipal buildings and facili¬ 
ties; the reconstruction, alteration 
and rehabilitation and equipment of 
library buildings; and the construc- 
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tion, purchase, installation and re¬ 
placement of traffic control equipment. 

The estimated period of usefulness 
of the improvements to be made and 
the property to be acquired with the 
proceeds of the general obligation 
peoples bonds is hereby stated and 
determined to be twenty (20) years 
from the date of said bonds. 

Section 2. Said bonds shall be in 
denominations of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) each, shall be dated 
as of the first day of July, 1957, and 
shall be payable in twenty (20) equal 
annaul installments of Two Hundred 
Sixty Thousand Dollars ($260,000.- 
00) each, one of which installments 
shall mature on the first day of July 
in each of the years 1958 to 1977, in¬ 
clusive. Said bonds shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding four (4) per 
cent per annum, to be determined by 
acceptance of bids submitted in ac¬ 
cordance with published advertise¬ 
ments as provided by law, payable 
semi-annually on the first days of 
July and January in each year during 
the term thereof, without deduction 
for any tax which may be levied on 
the said bonds or on the debt secured 
thereby by the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania pursuant to any present 
or future law (except succession, 
estate inheritance and gift taxes), the 
payment of which is hereby assumed 
by the City of Pittsburgh. The prin¬ 
cipal of interest on said bonds shall be 
payable in lawful money of the Unit¬ 
ed States of America at the office of 
the City Treasurer of said City. Said 
bonds shall be coupon bonds, ex¬ 
changeable at the option of the holder 
for registered bonds of the same 
maturity by surrendering said cou¬ 
pon bond or bonds, with all coupons 
not yet due, at the office of the City 
Controller, and the City Controller is 
hereby authorized and directed to 
cause said coupon and registered 
bonds to be printed or engraved, and 
to issue the same in the name of the 
City of Pittsburgh, the expense there¬ 
of to be charged to the funds created 
by the sale of this issue of bonds. 

The registered bonds shall be reg¬ 
istered with the City Treasurer and 
shall be reregistered only on the 
books of the City Treasurer. Both reg¬ 
istered and coupon bonds shall be 


signed by the Mayor, countersigned 
by the City Controller and sealed with 
the corporate seal of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. In the case of the absence or 
disability of any such officials, the 
bonds shall be signed by the City 
official authorized by law or by re¬ 
solution of Council to act in his place. 

Each of said bonds shall be known 
and designated as: 

GENERAL PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENT PEOPLES BOND 

OF 1957, SERIES A. 

Section 3. Said bonds shall be sold 
by the Mayor and the City Controller 
at not less than par and accrued in¬ 
terest to the highest responsible bid¬ 
der therefor after public notice by 
advertisement as may be required by 
law. 

Section 4. Until said bonds, issued 
as herein provided, shall be fully paid 
there is hereby levied and assessed 
annually upon all subjects now by 
law liable, or hereafter to be made 
liable to assessment for taxation for 
City purposes, an annual tax, com¬ 
mencing the first year after said 
bonded debt shall have been increased 
or incurred, namely the year 1958, 
sufficient to pay the interest on said 
bonds as the same shall accrue and 
become payable, and any tax thereon 
which by the terms of said bonds is 
assumed by the City and also an an¬ 
nual tax commencing in said year 
equal to five per centum (5%) of the 
total amount of said bonds hereby 
authorized, to be set apart as a sink¬ 
ing fund for the payment of the prin¬ 
cipal and retirement of said bonds as 
they become due and payable accord¬ 
ing to their terms, and the same is 
hereby appropriated out of the reve¬ 
nues of said City for the payment and 
redemption aforesaid. 

The aforesaid tax levy shall be ex¬ 
pressed as an amount of money to 
be raised by taxation in each suc¬ 
ceeding year during the term of said 
bonds for principal, interest and taxes 
thereon, by a subsequent ordinance 
supplementing or amending this Ordi- 
dinance after the determination of 
the interest rate which shall be ap¬ 
plicable thereto. Said ordinance or 
amendment to this Ordinance shall 
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also fix the interest rate on said bonds. 

Section 5. All bonds issued by au¬ 
thority of this Ordinance, and the 
Acts of Assembly authorizing the 
same, shall be general obligation 
bonds, shall be and become part of 
the funded debt of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and shall be entitled to all the 
rights, privileges and immunities 
thereof, shall be free from taxation, 
as aforesaid, and for the payment of 
the principal of the said bonds and 
the interest thereon semi-annually as 
the same shall become payable the 
full faith, honor, credit and property 
of the City are hereby irrevocably 
pledged. 

Section 6. The coupon and register¬ 
ed bonds issued in pursuance of this 
Ordinance shall be in the form ap¬ 
proved by the City Solicitor and shall 
follow the provisions of this Ordi¬ 
nance.

WITNESSETH 

WHEREAS, an Act of Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
approved on the 3rd day of May, 1905, 
P. L. 379, authorizes the making of 
contracts between cities, boroughs and 
townships of the one part, and street 
passenger railway companies and mot¬ 
or power companies of the other part, 
“to secure the removal of any street 
railway tracks already laid, etc.”, 
and this contract is entered into 
pursuant to the provisions of the said 
Act of Assembly; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
did, by Ordinance approved January 
15, 1886, grant unto Transverse Pass¬ 
enger Railway Company the right, 
“to enter upon, use and occupy, for 
the purpose of its railway, Sixth 
Avenue from the corner of Wood 
Street to Liberty Avenue; thence 
across Liberty Avenue -to Seventh 
Street, and along Seventh Street to the 
North Side Bridge on the bank of the 
Allegheny River”; and 

WHEREAS, the Transverse Pass¬ 
enger Railway Company, or its suc¬ 
cessor, pursuant to the above recited 
Ordinance, constructed the street rail¬ 
way tracks now in place in the street 
hereinafter mentioned; and 

WHEREAS, on December 31, 1950, 
by Agreement of Merger and Con¬ 
solidation, through Citizens Traction 
Company, full title to said tracks 
became vested in Pittsburgh Railways 
Company as successor Company; and 


WHEREAS, no regularly scheduled 
service is presently being rendered to 
the public over the said tracks; and 

WHEREAS, the City deems it nec¬ 
essary, for the public benefit and con¬ 
venience, that the Company shall 
temporarily abandon its street rail¬ 
way tracks as hereinafter more fully 
described and set forth, and cease to 
use the same, and is willing to keep 
said portions of said street free from 
street railway track during the term 
of this Agreement, and the Company 
is willing to temporarily abandon its 
street railway tracks as hereinafter 
more fully described on the terms and 
conditions hereinafter recited. 

NOW, Therefore, This Agreement 
Witnesseth: 

. That the parties hereto, in con¬ 
sideration of the mutual covenants 
and conditions herein recited, do mu¬ 
tually agree as follows, each binding 
itself, its successors and assigns, to 
the other, its successors and assigns. 

FIRST: The Company agrees that 
it will temporarily abandon its double 
track extending along Seventh Street 
in a northwardly direction from Lib¬ 
erty Avenue to Penn Avenue, includ¬ 
ing the branch-off connections to the 
switch points on Liberty Avenue and 
Penn Avenue, and will cease to oper¬ 
ate street cars along and over said 
street railway track for the term 
hereinafter mentioned. 

SECOND: This Agreement shall be 
in effect for forty-nine (49) years 
from the date hereof, provided, how¬ 
ever, the Company, its successors and 
assigns, or any of them, shall have the 
right at any time previous to the end 
of the term above provided, if they 
deem it necessary for the improve¬ 
ment of the service or are required 
to do so by proper order of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Public Utility Commission, 
to reconstruct said railway tracks and 
appurtenances, or any part thereof, 
on said street, and to connect said 
railway tracks, or so much thereof as 
may be reconstructed, with the rail¬ 
way tracks on the streets and avenues 
of the City in the same manner as 
they are connected at the date hereof, 
and shall have the same right and 
privileges as they had before said 
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tracks and appurtenances were re¬ 
moved, and this Agreement shall 
thereupon terminate and be of no fur¬ 
ther effect, insofar as it affects the 
street railway tracks so reconstructed. 
Upon the expiration of this Agree¬ 
ment, or the termination of the same 
for any reason, the Company may re¬ 
construct said railway tracks and ap¬ 
purtenances, on any part thereof, up¬ 
on said street, in the same manner as 
they are connected, at the date here¬ 
of, and with the same rights and priv¬ 
ileges as they had before said tracks 
and appurtenances were removed. 

THIRD: In case of the foreclosure 
of the Mortgage dated as of January 
1, 1950, given by the Company to 
Commonwealth Trust Company of 
Pittsburgh, as Trustee, and recorded 
in the Recorder’s Office of Allegheny 
County, Pennsylvania, in Mortgage 
Book Vol, 3174, page 28, or any mort¬ 
gage given in renewal or substitution 
thereof, or any other mortgage where¬ 
by a lien has been secured against 
any of the street railway tracks and 
appurtenances temporarily abandoned 
under and subject to the provisions 
hereof, the purchaser or purchasers 
at judicial sale, or the company or 
companies organized by such pur¬ 
chaser or purchasers, shall have the 
right at any time hereafter to recon¬ 
struct or cause to be reconstructed the 
railway tracks and appurtenances so 
abandoned, and connect the same with 
the other street railway tracks in the 
same manner as they are connected 
at the date hereof, at such time as 
such purchaser or purchasers or such 
company or companies may desire, and 
operate street railway cars thereon. 

FOURTH: The City covenants and 
agrees that it will permit such tem¬ 
porary abandonment of street railway 
tracks on the street hereinbefore de¬ 
scribed, and during the continuance 
of this Agreement, municipal consent 
shall not be granted to any other 
company or individual to use or oc¬ 
cupy the portion of said street covered 
by said tracks for street railway pur¬ 
poses, in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of said Act of Assembly. 

FIFTH: The Company, upon the 
execution of this Agreement, shall, at 
its own costs and expense, burn off 


the head of each rail and repave the 
resultant grooves with bituminous 
concrete, remove the appurtenant 
overhead facilities, and thereafter the 
Company shall be relieved of all lia¬ 
bility to pave, repave, furnish, keep 
clean and repair the aforesaid portion 
of said street over which the street 
railway tracks are temporarily re¬ 
moved, until such time as the said 
railway tracks may be duly recon¬ 
structed and used. Trolley poles which 
carry the Company’s cables, other 
utility lines or the Citys traffic devices 
shall be left in place. All other poles 
serving no useful purpose shall be re¬ 
moved by burning off each pole at the 
sidewalk elevation, filling the interior 
of the remaining part of the pole to 
within 4 inches of the top with ac¬ 
ceptable material, and the remaining 
four inches with concrete.

parking facilities owned, operated or 
leased by the Public Parking Author¬ 


ity of Pittsburgh in which parking 
meters are provided; prohibiting the 
use of slugs or the defacing of such 
parking meters; and providing penal¬ 
ties for violation thereof. 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to Ordinance 
No. 262, approved July 11, 1947, the 
Public Parking Authority of Pitts¬ 
burgh was created by the City of 
Pittsburgh under the provisions of 
the Parking Authority Law, Act of 
June 5, 1947, P.L. 458, in order to 
provide off-street parking facilities 
for the alleviation of the parking 
crisis and traffic congestion in the City 
of Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, The Public Parking 
Authority of Pittsburgh has acquired 
and will acquire off-street parking 
facilities in which vehicles may be 
parked in individual parking spaces 
regulated by parking meters; and 

WHEREAS, The improper parking 
of vehicles in such facilities and over¬ 
time parking will prevent the efficient 
use of such facilities to alleviate the 
parking crisis and will contribute to 
traffic congestion on the streets of the 
City of Pittsburgh to the detriment 
of the public health, safety, and wel¬ 
fare; Now, Therefore, 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows : 

Section 1. Definitions. As used in 
this Ordinance the following words 
shall have the meanings indicated in 
this Section unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: 

(a) Off-Street Parking Facilities- 
any lot, garage or other facility for the 
off-street parking of vehicles owned, 
leased or operated by the Public 

Galley No. 41 Ordinance..... 

Parking Authority of Pittsburgh in 
which there are clearly marked indi¬ 
vidual parking spaces provided with 
parking meters. 

(b) Individual Parking Space-any 
area within an off-street parking facil¬ 
ity clearly marked off by paint lines, 
curbs or otherwise as an area for the 
parking of a vehicle. 

(c) Parking Meter-any device for 
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the insertion of coins and tokens in 
payment of parking charges which 
indicates thereon the length of time 
during which a vehicle may be parked 
in an individual parking space, the 
rate charged for such parking, and 
whether the vehicle in such space has 
been parked in compliance with the 
time and rate regulations on said 
meter. 

(d) Parking-the standing of a 
vehicle upon or within any off-street 
parking facility, whether such vehicle 
is occupied or not, for a period in ex¬ 
cess of one (1) minute. 

(e) Vehicle-every device in, upon 
or by which any person or property is 
or may be transported or drawn upon 
a highway, except devices moved ex¬ 
clusively by human power. 

(f) Parking Authority-The Public 
Parking Authority of Pittsburgh, 
created by the City of Pittsburgh 
under the Parking Authority Law, Act 
of June 5, 1947, P.L. 458. 

Section 2. Use of Individual Parking 
Spaces. Every person parking a vehi¬ 
cle in any off-street parking facility 
shall park the same wholly within 
the area of one individual parking 
space as marked out by paint lines, 
curbs or otherwise. 

Section 3. Payment of Parking 
Rates. Every person parking a vehi¬ 
cle in any off-street parking facility 
shall pay such parking rate as may 
be fixed by the Parking Authority 
for the length of time the vehicle is 
parked in such facility, provided, how¬ 
ever, that the Parking Authority may 
not fix a parking rate for such park¬ 
ing facility in excess of twenty-five 
(25) cents for each hour without the 
approval of the Mayor and City Coun¬ 
cil. Such parking rate shall be paid 
in advance by depositing in the park¬ 
ing meter provided for the individual 
narking space coins of the United 
States of America currency in the 
denominations indicated on said meter 
or by depositing therein such tokens 
as may be approved by the Parking 
Authority for this purpose. 

Section 4. Overtime Parking. No 
person shall park any vehicle in an 
off-street parking facility beyond the 


period of time established by notice 
on the parking meter for the individual 
parking space in which such vehicle 
is parked, nor beyond the period of 
time for which such person has paid 
the parking rate posted on the meter 
by inserting coins or tokens in such 
meter in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 3 of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Violations. It shall be 
unlawful and a violation of this Or¬ 
dinance for any person to cause, allow, 
permit or suffer any vehicle registered 
in the name of or in the possession of 
or operated by such person to be 
parked in any off-street parking facil¬ 
ity except in compliance with the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance. Each addi¬ 
tional two (2) hours during which 
such vehicle remains parked in vio¬ 
lation of the provisions of this Ordin¬ 
ance shall be deemed a separate of¬ 
fense. 

Section 6. Procedure in Cases of 
Violation. It shall be the duty of the 
police officers of the City of Pittsburgh 
to enforce the provisions of this Ordi- 
anance by affixing securely in a promi¬ 
nent place on any vehicle parked in 
violation of Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 of 
this Ordinance a notice of violation 
form to which shall be attached an 
envelope. The notice attached to the 
envelope shall bear the state license 
number of the vehicle, the date, time, 
place, and nature of the violation or 
violations, a statement that the owner, 
possessor or opreator of the vehicle 
may within twenty-four (24) hours 
after the date and time indicated on 
the notice discharge any penalty for 
violation of this Ordinance by placing 
in the envelope attached to the notice 
the sum of twenty-five (25) cents for 
each violation noted thereon and de¬ 
positing the notice and envelope in 
the courtesy box provided for that 
purpose at the off-street parking 
facility, a statement of the total 
penalty or penalties for the noted vio¬ 
lation or violations in the event that 
'such penalty or penalties are not dis¬ 
charged as above provided, and a form 
which may be filled out by the owner, 
possessor or operator in the event he 
wishes to plead guilty to such viola¬ 
tion or violations as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 
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The violation notice form shall be 
made out in triplicate and shall be 
identified by a separate serial number 
on each original notice form, the same 
number to appear on all of the copies. 
The copy attached to the envelope 
shall be for the offender, a copy shall 
be delivered to the Traffic Court 
Magistrate, and the other copy, un¬ 
detached from the book of forms, shall 
be returned to the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety. 

Section 7. Procedure on Arrest. Any 
person notified of violating this Ordi¬ 
nance may, within twenty-four (24) 
hours from the date of the notice, dis¬ 
charge the penalty hereunder by plac¬ 
ing in the envelope attached to the 
notice of violation the sum of twenty- 
five cents (25) cents for each violation 
noted thereon and by depositing the 
envelope in the courtesy box placed 
for the purpose at the off-street park¬ 
ing facility. If he fails to do so, he 
may within three (3) days after the 
date of the notice sign the admission 
of guilt on said notice and pay the 
penalty or penalties as indicated 
thereon to the Traffic Court Magis¬ 
trate. If the person so notified further 
Traffic Court Magistrate shall within 
fails to plead guilty and pay the 
penalty or penalties indicated, the 
fifteen (15) days from the commission 
of the offense cause information to be 
lodged, and within seven (7) days of 
the lodging of the information send by 
registered mail to the person charged, 
at the address of the owner of the 
vehicle shown by the records of the 
Department of Revenue of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, a notice 
'in writing of the filing of the informa¬ 
tion, together with a copy thereof, 
and a notice to appear within ten (10) 
days of the date of the written notice. 

If the person named in the informa¬ 
tion shall not voluntarily appear on 
the date set in said written notice, a 
warrant shall then issue for his arrest, 
in which case the penalty for the vio¬ 
lation shall be increased by $2.00. 
Thereafter, a hearing shall be had 
and disposition of such case be made 
in accordance with law. 

Section 8. Monies Deposited in Cour¬ 
tesy Boxes. The parking authority 
owning, leasing or operating any off- 


street parking facility shall establish 
in a prominent place therein a courtesy 
box for the deposit of notices of vio¬ 
lations and payments in discharge 
thereof. The parking authority shall, 
at least once a week, remove the 
notices and payments from the box 
and shall immediately thereafter 
notify the Traffic Court Magistrate of 
the serial number and any other per¬ 
tinent information on each notice of 
violation so discharged by payments 
into the courtesy box. The parking 
authority shall retain as operating 
revenues all monies so deposited in 
the courtesy box. 

Section 9. Fines and Penalties and 
Dispoition Thereof. 

(a) Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall, up¬ 
on conviction before a magistrate, be 
sentenced to pay a fine of two ($2.00) 
dollars for each violation, and in de¬ 
fault of payment thereof, to undergo 
imprisonment for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding ten (10) days for each such 
violation. 

(b) All fines and forfeitures collec¬ 
ted upon conviction, or upon forfeiture 
of bail, of any person charged with a 
violation of the provisions of this 
Ordinance, shall be paid into the City 
Treasury. 

Section 10. Accounting and Report¬ 
ing Procedure. The accounting and re¬ 
porting procedure with respect to vio¬ 
lation notices and fines shall be in 
accordance with Article VIII of The 
Traffic Code, Ordinance No. 106, ap¬ 
proved April 8, 1932, as amended, 
except that the reports of the Traffic 
Court Magistrate to the City Control¬ 
ler shall include the number of per¬ 
sons discharging the penalty for vio¬ 
lation of this Ordinance by placing 
the required amount in the courtesy 
box in accordance with Section 7 of 
this Ordinance. 

Section 11. Use of Slugs and De¬ 
facing of Parking Meters; Penalties. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to 
deposit or cause to be deposited in any 
parking meter In an off-street parking 
facility any slug, device or metallic 
substitute for any coin of the United 
States of America currency. It shall 
further be unlawful for any person 
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to deface, injure, tamper with, open 
or willfully break, destroy, or impair 
the usefulness of any parking meter 
in an off-street parking facility. 

Any person violating the provisions 
of this Section of this Ordinance shall, 
upon conviction before a magistrate, 
be sentenced to pay a fine of not more 
than fifty ($50.00) dollars, and in de¬ 
fault of the payment thereof, shall 
undergo imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding ten (10) days. 

Section 12 Separability. Insofar as 
possible, each section of this Ordi¬ 
nance shall be deemed to be separate 
and independent and the invalidity of 
any section or provision hereof shall 
not affect the remaining sections. 

Section 13. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and 
the same is hereby repealed so far as 
the same affects this Ordinance.

WHEREAS, In order to provide for 
the efficient and economical operation 
of the parking lot, it is desirable that 
the City render certain services by its 
employees; and 

WHEREAS, The operation of the 
off-street parking lot will aid in the 
alleviation of the parking crisis and 
traffic congestion in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh; 

That in consideration of the cove¬ 
nants and agreements herein contain¬ 
ed, it is hereby agreed that: 

1. The City, through its Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety, will furnish 
police officers to check the parking lot 
as often as shall be reasonably neces¬ 
sary for enforcement purposes, but no 
less frequently than the curb parking 
meters in the general area are checked, 
to determine whether the vehicles in 
the parking lot are parked in conform¬ 
ity to the requirements of Ordinance 

No.. approved .. 1957, 

which requires that all such vehicles 
be parked within the marked individ¬ 
ual parking spaces, that the operator 
pay the posted parking rate by deposit¬ 
ing coins or tokens in the parking 
meters and that no vehicle be parked 
longer than the total time permitted 
in the lot nor longer than the time 
for which payment into the meter has 
been made. In the event that any viola¬ 
tions of said Ordinance No. are 
found the, police officers and other 
employees of the City shall fol¬ 
low the procedure in such cases pro¬ 
vided in the said Ordinance. Police 
officers and other employees of the 
City shall cooperate fully with the 
Authority and furnish the Authority 
with all necessary information with 
respect to the frequency of checks, 
the number of violations and other 
data pertinent to the efficient opera¬ 
tion of the parking lot. 

2. The City, through its Depart¬ 


ment of Public Safety, shall, from 
time to time and as often as shall be 
reasonably necessary, inspect, main¬ 
tain and repair the parking meters 
installed in the parking lot so that the 
meters shall be kept in proper and 
efficient working order and condition. 
The inspection and maintenance so 
provided shall be at least equal to the 
inspection and maintenance provided 
by the City for its own parking 
meters. Should any meter be in such 
condition that it cannot be repaired 
or that its repair will require its re¬ 
moval for more than one (1) day, the 
City shall install in the place of the 
defective meter a new meter which 
shall be supplied by the Authority for 
that purpose. 

3. The City, through its Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, shall from time 
to time and as often as shall be rea¬ 
sonably necessary, inspect, maintain 
and repair the flood lights installed 
in the parking lot so that the lights 
shall be kept in proper and efficient 
working order and condition. The in¬ 
spection and maintenance so provided 
shall be at least equal to the inspec¬ 
tion and maintenance provided by the 
City for its own street lights. The 
Authority shall furnish the City with 
all bulbs and other replacement parts 
required for such maintenance and 
repair. 

4. The City, through its Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, shall from time 
to time, and so often as shall be rea¬ 
sonably necessary, clean the parking 
lot premises with motorized street 
sweepers or by other effective meth¬ 
ods so that the parking lot may be 
maintained in a clean and sanitary 
condition and at least as clean and 
sanitary as the surrounding streets of 
the city. 

5. The Authority shall pay the City 
for the foregoing services an annual 
fee of $12 for each parking meter in 
the parking lot. This fee shall be paid 
to the City Treasurer one year after 
the date of this agreement and annual¬ 
ly thereafter so long as this agreement 
is in effect. 

6. This agreement shall be for a 
period of one year from the date 
hereof and shall continue thereafter 
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from year to year, terminable at any 
time upon the giving of sixty (60) 
days written notice by either party.

WHEREAS the $175 million alloca¬ 
tion contained in these two bills is

WHEREAS, this system of priori¬ 
ties will postpone indefinitely the 
planning of two projects in the East 
Liberty and North Side sections of 
Pittsburgh, placing in jeapardy and 
possibly making obsolete any of the 
prelimiary work which has been ac¬ 
complished thus far, 

WHEREAS the $175 million alloca¬ 
tion contained in these two bills is 
for one year, thereby breaking a 
precedent of multi-year appropria¬ 
tions which enabled all communities 
to plan projects on an orderly sched¬ 
ule and with reasonable assurance 
that Federal funds would be available 
when needed, 

WHEREAS certain communities, 
including Pittsburgh, have adopted 
five-year capital budgets, based on 
People’s Bond Issues, with the purpose
